BUT THE THIRD READING OF THE BILL

Lonpon, Noy. 28.—The debate on the 
frish Lana Purchase bill was resumed in the 
House of Commons this evening. Mr. Mahony, 
Nationalist, moved the insertion in the bill ofa 
new clause to the eftect that the Land Commis- 
sien shall take as security for the payment by 
tenants of their installments the improvements 
executed by the tenant or his predecessor in his 
title. Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
opposed the motion on the ground that it would 
introduce great confusion, and also because it 
Was against the interests of the purchasing ten- 
ant. The motien was rejeeted by a vote of 139 
to 64. 

Mr. Smith, the Government leader, appealed 
to the Honse to assist in closing the discussion 
onthe bill. The Government, he said, was de- 
sirous of meeting the Opposition as far as 
possible, and would accept tha series of amend- 


ments proposed by Mr. Healy relating to sub- 
letting te laborers, and also the provision that 
the Land Commission shall not sanction an ad- 
vance ef money to a tenant unless they are cer- 
tain that the application of the tenant was not 
made under duress. The Government also in- 
tended to promote the biil dealing with the 
registration of titles. bi 

Mr. Morley and Mr. Shaw-Lefevre beth 
expressed themselves satisfied with these con- 
®essivns, 

Mr. Smith thereupon moved that the Purchase 

ill be read a third time. 

Mr. Healy, however, objected en account of 
ondue haste, and the House adjourned. 

Mr. Balfour said during tue session that Mr.

The people were forbidden te werk 
for men Whose names. were in the list of ** roast- 
ers.” The court then adjourned.

THE -INTERESTS OF GERMANY. 

BERLIN, Nov. 28.—The Cologne Gazette, 
alluding to a reported difference between 
Prince Henry of Reuss, the German Ambassa- 
dor at Vienna, apd Count von Taafe, the Aus- 
trian Prime Minister, says that Germany re- 
sxards with ever-increasing disquiet the grow- 
ing strength and signifieance of those Austrian 
parties which are at heart hostile to the Ger- 
man alliance. The ?}’os/, discussing the situa- 


tion 1n Austria, expresses fear that the influence 
of Germany is seriously threatened and that 
the alliance is imperiled. 

In the Reichstag to-day the debate on the 
budget wus resumed. Herr Liebknecht (Rad- 
ical) attacked the foreign policy of the Govern- 
ment, and suggested that it ought to propose a 
xeneral European disarmament. Herr von 
Boetticher, Prussian Minister of State and lm- 
perial Secretary of State for the Imterior, de- 
clared that the suggestion was impracticable. 
Prince Bismarck, be said, had never provoked a 
conflict. On the contrary, he steadfastly sought 
peace. The Federal Governments, Herr von 
Boetticher said, were well aware that the social 
legislation of past years had not removed all 
evils, but they would have been held forgetful 
of duty if they had done nothing. Their en- 
deavor had been to remedy the evils singly. 
The Government cast back upon the Sosialist 
Party the charge of pursuing a policy of aggra- 
vation. It was the desire of the Government to 
reconcile antagonisms and promote the welfare 
of all class@s, 

The colonial question was paramount in the 
debate, almost all of the speakers referring to 
the subject. Herr von Bennigsen said that 
Germany ought not to be diseouraged by the 
failures in East Africa; ske should not give up the 
game as lost at the first check. Engiand, Spain, 
and Portugal bad met with similar misfortunes 
at first. Referring to the naval loan, he said 
that the amount asked was not sutticient to 
build and equip 28 additional vessels, and he 
demanded a careful examination of the ques- 
tion. 

During Emperor William’s late hunting trip 
at Letzlingen he and his party bagged in ene 
day 630 pieces of game. Most of them were 
pheasants and hares, but the bag also included 
a dozen stags and other big game. 

Emperor William has recovered from bis in- 
disposition. 


THE CITY 
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NEW-YORK’S ROUGH 

TRIP. 

QURENSTOWN, Nov. 28.—The Inman Line 
steamer City of New-York, which arrived here 
to-day from New-York, reached Queenstown 6 
days and 20 hours from Sandy Hook despite a 
heavy sea and opposing winds. On the second 
day out from New-York tne fishing vessel Will- 
jam Martin of Boston, with a crew of 10 men, 


was sighted. She was making signals of dis- 
tress, aud the steamer stopped and supplied her 
with provisions, of which her crew were greatly 
in need. The vessel reported that she had been 
tryiug to make Halifax, but the storms which 
had been raging tor two weeks had prevented 
her doing so. The vessel was dilapidated and 
the crew were in a bad _ condition, 
some of them being threatened with 
scurvy. The Captain said he would try 
to reach Bermuda. On Monday night the ba- 
rometer fell rapidly from 10 to 2 o’olock, at 
which hour a cyclone struek the City of New- 
Yerk and created terrible waves. The steamer 
rode the storm bravely, and showed great 
power. She was not damaged in any way. The 
storm was feliowed by a calm and a fine day. 
The steamer’s 510 passengers reached this port 
all well, The time of the City of New-York to 
Fastnet Light was 6 days and 17 hours.

FORGER HALLIWELL’S METHODS. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 28.—Detective 
Brewer and Treasurer Spaulding of the Stoning- 
ton Bank have to-day been investigating further 
into the methods of Samuel Haliiwell, the 
forger, and they have unearthed enough crook- 
edness to raise the ameunt stolen te about 
$20,000. In searching the records in the Town 
Clerk’s office it was discovered that Halliwell 
had on Sept. 7, 1883, had a mortgage recorded 
wherein one Thomas H. Thompson agreed to 
mortgage acertain piece of land on the eorner 
ot Sylvan-avenue and Stevens-atreet to the Ston- 
ington Savings Bank, ‘‘ with the buildings to be 
erected thereon,” tor $5,000. A furtber inves- 
tigation revealed that no such man existed, so far 
as the Director’s record was cencerned, and 
no buildings were ever erected on the land de- 
scribed. H. P. Hoadley, the present agent of 
the Stonington Bank, said te-day that a short 
time ago the bank. people came he.e to inspect 
the preperty on which they held mortgages, 
and discovered that there were three pieres of 
property on whichthe bank had loaned $10,000, 
$4,000, and $3,500, respectively, that were 
almost valueless-—the ‘‘ Raynor’ preperty, the 
“Thompson” property, and the * Simmons” 
property— whereas the bank’s mortgages stated 
that the property was all improved. All but 
the Thompson property, however, was out- 
lawed, and the reason that no action was taken 
sooner was the bank’s desire to get all the in- 
terest money possible, and in this way recoup 
a trifle for the loss that the officials knew was 
sure te follew diselosures. 
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JAY EYE SEE A LIITLE BETTER. 

RAcInE, Wis., Nov. 28.—The condition of 
Jay Eye See, Mr. Case’s fast gelding, it is 
theught to-night is better, but his recovery is 
coubtful. He is reeeiving the best treatment 
which money can procure. Mr. Case thinks he 
will recover unless his wound breaks 
out afresh, Some local horsemen say 
that the wound cannet possibly result 
seriously with good care, while others contend 
that his recovery depends upen so many con- 
tingencies that it will be a miracle if he regains 
his former condition. There is said to be a pos- 
sibility that he may become blind from the ex- 
cessive ioss of blood, and some fears are enter- 
tained on that account. 

Mr. Case, speaking to-day of the accident, 
said: “The maain artery in the leg was com- 
pletely severed, and astream of blood as large 
as a pipestem spurted out, but the hemorrhage 
has now been stopped. Dr. Williams was up 
with the horse all night. The gelding is still very 
weak, but unless the artery breaks again he 
will recover, and [am confident that his speed 
will not be lessened by the accident. If the 
artery breaka again, howover, he will doubtless 
die.” Ea Bither, driver ef Jay Eye See, says: 
“The gelding will not die. If he does I will 
die, too.”

THEIR SPORT INTERRUPTED 


HEMPSTEAD OOURSING OLUB 
MEN ARRESIED. 

SUDDEN TERMINATION OF A MEET AT 
GARDEN CITY—IS IT UNLAWFUL TO 
KILL RABBITS WITH DOGS ? 

A fashionable assemblage, with a taste 
for the Englisb sport of coursing, was enjoving 
itself at Garden City, Long Island, yesterday 
morning when four persons—without the form- 
ality of an introduction—dropped hands care- 
lessly upon the shoulders of August Belmont, 
Jr., Fred Hoey, W. Rutherford,and F. O. Beach, 
members of the Hempstead Coursing Club, and 
arrested them in bebalf of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. The arrest- 
ed gentlemen accepted the situation with com- 
mendable calmness after receiving positive as- 
surance that the officers had jurisdietion 
in the case. Everybody except the of- 
ficers said the affair was most annoying, and 
the ladies generally said the action of the 
society governed by Mr. Bergh was absolutely 
horrid. The feelings of the very dogs seemed 
to be outraged and they growled and yelped as 


if they hadn’t tasted food for a month and were 
Not a whimper es- 


dying for a taste of rabbit. 
caped the cotton tails. Eight of these peace- 
ably-inclined animals had been sacrificed before 
the oificers lifted their hands. The rest were 
saved to make another Long Island holiday. 
The affair that was terminated in such un- 
common fashion was the second meeting of the 
second season of the Hempstead Coursing Club. 


The first event of the meeting was a match 
course between L. and W. Ruthertford’s dog, 
the Warren Spider, and R. D. Winthrop’s dog, 
Meadowbrook Jaok, Fortunately tor Jack’s 
owner the match was disposed of soon after 11 
o’cleck, for had it been run according to pro- 
gramme it would hardly have been finished. A 
more beautiful day fer the not very exciting 
sport could not have been selected. The air 
was keen, but the sun was bright. The ground 
wasso level that the smallest rabbit.on Long 
Isiand couldn’t have hidden himself from view 
at a distance of a quarter of a mile. The 
square was outlined with red, white, and blue 
flags, and the scales and other paraphernalia 
were housed in a_ startlingly-picturesque 
marquee. Fifteenor twenty small wooden boxes 
formed a straight line on & sward that had evi- 
dently been somewhat shriveled by Winter’s 
breath. From each box. came shrill and inces- 
Sant yelps. Iwo great boxes gave forth no 
sound. In them were several dozen r.bbits. 
Lithe-limbed Scotch terriers dashed hither and 
thither, only prevented from springing at each 
other’s throat by lusty younc men whose 
clothes fitted them with a dexree of tightness 
that must have filled their masters’ minds with 
wonder. Clubmeh cantered about on ragged- 
looking polo ponies. Dog carts were quite 
numerous and the fair sex was eheeringly rep- 
resented, 

It was announced that the meeting would be 
opened at1l o’cloek with a parude before the 
breed jucge. The latter was nowhere visible 
and the parade was dispensed with It was 
evident that the pace was to be forced, for the 
match course was started ahead of time, maybe 
on account of a rumor that the sport might be 
interrupted before the day was over. The coast 
seemed clear when Meadow Brook Jack and the 
Warren Spider and arabbit became actors in a 
tragedy. Jack’s handlerinfermed the owner’s 
triends that the match was his beyond question, 
but he warned the handler of the Warren Spider 
to keep that animal at a safo distance, as Jack 
was touchy. ‘he match was for $100 a side, 
best in five courses, at catch weights.

Spider took first piace. His friends shouted. 
Jack’s handler seemed to grow crazy, and when 
the rabbit was finally killed and the course was 
awarded tothe Warren Spider by 8 pointa to 5, 
nearly all the tight-trousered gentry expressed 
an opinion that Jack had. been skinned. They 
were mistaken, of course, for the dug showed 
no signs of baving been subjected to such a 
barbarous indignity. ‘The secona rabbit con- 
fined his rapid wanderings to a circle. Jack 
seemed to do the more clever work, but 
he only obtained the course by 1 point.

While the dogs were restiug a young horse- 
Woman announced in excited tones that a rab- 
bit had escaped. Every dog on the ground be- 
gan yelping aaif life depended on it, Finally 
ove of the terriers was slipped, and in Jess than 
a minute there was another dead rabbit in Gar- 
den City. Jack won the fifth course is 0:16 
and was awarded the match, but 1t was a very 
close thing. Then a wild scene occurred in the 
Marquee. The entries for the Chalienge Stakes 
were takeninto be weighed. They seemed to 
object to it and wanted to chew each otner up 
ov sight. Several brief but earnest fights oc- 
curred in less than a mipute, but the work was 
finally accomplished without much bloodshed.

The oflieers arrested, in addition to the club- 
men already mentioned, two men who had per- 
formed the task of removing the dead rabbits 
from the field of battle. ne of these men— 
John Doty—was given the privilege of carrying 
the worst mutilated rabbit on the ground. The 
animal had lost its head and a large portion of 
its body. 

According to the complaint made before Jus- 
tiee Clouds, in the presence of as many people 
as could squeeze into his small office, Messrs. 
Belmont, Kutherford, Beach, me and others 
were accused of violating the law by killing and 
mutilating in an unnecessarily barbarous fashion 
@ number of rabbits. ‘'be acoused were in- 
fermed that they wight secure seunsel. They 
talked the matter ever veargsg J themselves and 
decided not to engage counsel immediately, but 
to ask for an adjournment. They were advised 
that they could waive examination and allow 
the ease'to go before the Grand Jury, or elect 
to be tried at the Special Sessions 
Ceurt. The accused pleaded not guilty 
and chose a trial before — the General 
Seasions Court. It was agreed that the trial 
should be heid to-morrow at 3 o’clock at Hemp- 
stead. Then the question of pail was discussed 
The Juatice thoughtit would be unneccessary 
to put the accused under bail. He would parole 
them, as they were men of honor. This was 
Satisfactory to everybody, but there was ene 
point upon which the clubineu were in doubt. 
Could they return to Garden City and finish the 
mmecting without further trouble? The officers 
shook their héads and said they would be com- 
pelled te make more arrests. The Justice said 
the meeting could not be finished except at the 
risk of the accused, and so the second meet of 
the season of the Hempstead Coursing Club 
came to an end that was satisfactory to no one 
except Mr. Bergh’s officers anda Justice Clouds, 

The clubmen intend to make a atiff fight for 
the right to kill rabbits in this particular way. 
They maintain that it is much more humane 
than the shooting of rabbits. Mr. Belmont 
tola the Justice thata rabbit that hada lost his 
head in 16 seconds after he was liberated could 
hardly complain of baving been subjected toa 
lingering death. The Justice refused to cem- 
mit himself. Thetrial is likely to attraet an 
interested a8 well as a fashionable throng. If 
the decision should be unfavorable to the club 
there willbe asudden glut in the fox-terrier 
market.

PANIC IN A SOHOOL,

A SERIOUS LOSS OF LIFE NARROWLY 


AVERTED IN ST. LOUIS. 

St. Louis, Nov. 28.—A panic occurred at 
the Blair school to-day, and nothing but the 
great presence of mind of the corps of teachers 
prevented great loss of life. ‘The steam-heating 
apparatus got outof order and the rattling of 
the coils coupled with escaping steam alarmed 
tho children, who, fearing an explosion, started 
for thedoor. Miss Bettina Krebb, the teacher 
in charge, got to the door first and prevented a 
stampede. Scareely had order been restored, 
however, when the noise in the steam pipes 
Was repeated with increased violence, and be- 
fore Miss Krebbs could reach the door a second 
time the terror-stricken children had gained the 
hall. The faithful teacher was borne to the 
floor and trampled upon, receiving serious in- 
juries. The excitement spread to Room 10, 
just opposite, presided over by Miss Clara 
Stickle, and the children became unmanageable 
there. The shuffling of feet und hissing of escap- 
ing steam spread thee panic to Room i14,. 
Miss Mary P. Miller presiding, and sle, too, 
was thrown from her feet and trampled upon. 
The janitor appearéd on tlhe scene and did 
rough but heroic work in preventing the chil- 
dren from trampling each other to death A 
pupil in Room 5 raised the cry of fire and 
the pupils made arush tor the hall, Miss Cul- 
len, the teacher, with commendable presence of 
mind and heroie efforts quelled the disturbance, 
and ina brief period order was restored. ‘wo 
of the teachers, Miss Miller and Miss Krebbs, 
were badly injured by being trampled upon. 
Seven pupils were injured—Bierdic Wickens 
was badly trampled upon she had to be re- 
moved in anambulance; Annie Dodge received 
severe internal injuries and external bruises; 
Annie Meyers’s hesd was badly gashed on the 
stone steps; Emma Delendorf’s left arm was 
broken; Ruth Reilly received serious internal 
injuries, and Ida Klostermeyer, Australia 
Stroch, and Elsie McBride were badly bruised 
but net sariously injured. The panic created 
intense excitomentandi many parents hurried 
~ the school building to look atter their chil-

THE SCRAMBLE FOR FEDERAL POSITIONS 
IN OHIO ALREADY BEGUN. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 28.—Senator Hen- 
ry B. Payne leaves for Washington on Friday of 
this week, teeling that he has had little vaca- 
tion since the recent adjournment, but ready to 
taxe hold of public business with as much vigor 
and cheerfulness as he would had his candidate 
for President been elected. The Senator bas 
been a busy man for some weeks past, inspect- 
ing one of the grandest business blocks in the 
city that he is erecting, and getting ready to ad- 
vance a couple of hundred thonsand collars as 
his share of the bond of the defaulting City 
Treasurer. But he can pay the bill and still 
have several inillions left. He has also had to 
look after the usual swarm of olftice holders and 
office seekers who are Bow concerned as to the 
question of removals when the new Adwministra- 
tion comes intu power. When asked upon this 
question the Senator had little to say, declaring 
that he knows no more of Harrison’s purposes 
than any other citizen, and he seems rather 
pleased’ on the whole to have the burden of 
office giving laid upon other shoulders than his 
own. 

Aspirants for the Federal offices of this dis- 
trict are springing ap in great profusion, al- 
though efforts in that direction are dampened 
somewhat by the general feeling that the new 
President will make appointments only as va- 
canvles naturally occur. The Post Office and 
Collectorship of Customs are the main points of 
attack, the former having been thrown open to 
general scramble since the chief aspirant there- 
for has been indicted and is in jail for forgery.

ot the Harvard Faculty which shall enable Har- 
vard to continue as a member of the association.

A NEW. SCHOOLHOUS#£ BURNED. 

YonxeErs, N. Y., Nov. 28.—Sing Sing’s 
new forty-five-thousand-dollar schoolhouse, the 
building ef whieh was commenced last Spring, 
and which by the beginning of the new year 
would have been ready for occupancy, was 
destroyed by fire this evening. No one knows 
positively how it caught fire, but from the fact 
that it started in a portion of the building where 
there bad been a fire in an improvised stove 
made by building bricks upon a mortar board, 
it is supposed the fire was not entirely gut when 
the carpenters and masons went away, and that 
it communicated to the floor. Onlr a portion of 
the brick walls of the building, which waa a 
very bandsome one, four stories in height, 
Temain standing. The less will be fully 
$40,000, upon which there is an insurance 
of $30,000. ‘The coutractors were Applebee & 
Ganuny, and the loss will fall upon them, as the 
buildiug had net yet been handed over to the 
School Trustees. The Fire Department ceuld do 
very little, as the water taken fronr one cistern, 
or, rather, a hole, fed by a little stream, was 
soon pumpeddry. The lossto the village is a 
severe One, as the present school buildings are 
overcrowded and the new building was needed 
very much. The work of rebuilding may not 
now be commenced until Spring, and then a 
whole year will be lost. 


FAST MAIL STEAMKRS TO BE BUILT. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 28.—The firms of An- 
derson & Co. and F. Green & Co. of London, 
managing preprietors of the Orient Line, have 
renewed their offer to the Ottawa Government 
to carry the Canadian mails. Tney offer to build 
three express steamers of 7,500 tons apiece, to 


steam not less thun 20 knots an hour, and to 
make the passage between Halifax and Plym- 
outh In five days and to Rimouski in five or six 
hours longer time. In their offer the above- 
named firms show that while in 1882 4,086 
cabin passengers were brovght to Montreal, 
this number had fallen off in 1885 to 2,744, and 
only had increased in the last years because 
sone of the lines carried passengers to Montreal 
for the same price as to Quebec. This state of 
affairs, they say, Was caused because steamers 
landing in New-York are so much more con- 
venient, and they will try to remedy the evil 
by their new line, which will be an_ entirely in- 
dependent one. The vessels will be ready 
within 18 months after the contract is awarded. 
The new vessels will be built either on the 
Clyde, at Barrow or Belfast, and mustrun 20 
knots an hour on their trial trip. 








DELUSION OF COLORED FARMERS. 

CoLumBIA, §. C., Nov. 28.—Colored farm 
tenants in various parts of the State have be- 
come imbued with the idea that they will not be 
required to pay their rents now that Gen. Har- 
rison has been elected President, and many of 
them are squandering their hard-earned morey 
in the purchase of musical instrumonts and 
other Juxuries. In Orangeburg County and 
other sections some of the small colered farm- 
ere are turning eut their stock te graze at large, 
as they think that President-elect Harrisen will 
wipe the fence Jaw out of existence when he 
goes into oltice. 





THE CAR COUPLER QUESTION,

BOSS-RULE IN TAMMANY 


INDICATIONS OF TROUBLE IN 
THE WIGWAM. 

RUMORS THAT JUDGE DUFFY, JAMES 
BARKER, AND EX-REGISTER REILLY 
ARE IN CONSIDERABLE DANGER. 

There are symptoms of trouble in Tam- 
many Hall. Lheyare not acute but they seem 
likely to become so before the primary elections 
take place, on Dec. 27, for the choice of mem- 
bers of the General Committee of 1889. In a 
number of the districts there are men who aro 
having their loyalty to Tammany strained by an 
indefinable fear that Riehard Croker and his as- 
sociates in the control of the machine waut to 
reorganize the District Committees and to make 
them up of elements favorable to themselves 
under all circumstances. There are leaders in 
several districts who insist upon having opin- 
ions and expressing them. Sturdy independ- 
enee, indicated by these characteristios, it is 
widely rumored, is obnoxious to the coterie that 
eoutrois the General Committee. Accepting the 
rumor as true, some far-seeing persons have 
picked out Judge Duffy of the First District, 
James Barker of the Thirteenth, and ex-Re giater 
John Reilly of the Fourteenth, as leaders who 
are to be disciplined in the way that John Kelly 
used to discipiine unpleasant persons with the 
aid of ‘“‘ Billy” Boyd. 

If there is any truth in the rumor that Croker 
and his friends propose to tighten their grip on 
the ailairs of Tummuany by putting sume per- 
sous Out of the organization, there is at least 
an errorin the theory that they will actin the 
time-honored manner. They ‘are too shrewd 
for that, and, besides, there is nu longer a Com- 
mittee on Discipline, and “ Billy” Boyd is now 
a County Democrat. Well-informed Tammany- 
ites know that the only meaus that will be 
taken to oust an obnoxious district leader 
will be to beat him at the primary elec- 
tion if possible. [t is significant that 
the men who are recognized as the 
bosses of Tammany are now very earnest iu 
their deciaration that primary elections must 
be open to every Demoerat who chooses to vote 
at them and thus aliy himself with Tammany. 
It is significant, also, that during the campaign 
Croker and his confidential friends made com- 
binations with former Irving Hall men and dis- 
gruntled County Democrats in several districts 
without the Knowledge of the local. leaders 
This was notably true in the First District. 
What the conditions of the contracts thus en- 
tered into were is yet a matter of speculation 
amoug those who were not parties to them. The 
latter suspect that Croker agreed that the old 
leadersin those districts should be displaced, 
and the control of the local committee be given 
to the men who had heitped him on condition 
that they should ¢ontinue to act under bis dl- 
rect command. 

It is therefore with great interest that the 
leaders who are suspicious of the Croker coterie 
are watching the progress of affairs in the First 
District. Pressure was put upon Judge Dutty 
there to consent to the nowination of Frank ‘T. 
Fitzgerald for Congressman, Patrick H. Duffy 
for Assembly man, and ‘‘Soger” Flynn for Alder- 
nan, Freed trom that pressure he would have 
chosen other nominees. Fitzgerald had been a 
member of his committee, but, not getting on 
rapidly enough tu suit himself, he had gone 
over to the Labor Party, and, as its candidate, 
had run for Civil Justice against “Mike” Nor- 
ton. Patrick H. Dutty had once been an Assem- 
blyman, bat had been set aside, and Judge 
Duity and some of the members of his commit- 
tee were of the opinion that it was wise to find 
some other candidate for Alderman than 
“Soger”’ Flynn, whose favorite expression 
is, “‘Vhere’s no thwe of the day or night 
when Cornelius Flyno is not a candidate 
for Alderman.” After these men had been 
nominated Croker sent ‘*Eddy’” Cahill down to 
the First Disirict to make special arrangements 
for their election. And “Eddy” made them 
with Maurice Stack, formerly of Irving Hall; 
“ Mat’ Stripp of the County Democracy, and 
several other persons, including John Boden, a 
foreman employed by the Pennsylvania Rau- 
road Company on its treight wharf. These 
mon Claimed that they were able tu control the 
longshore vote. They weré all opponents of 
Judge Duffy, -having fought him for the 16 
years he has beon Chairman of the local Tam- 
many Committee. He was not informed of the 
ailiance. between them and the Fourteenth- 
street bosses. 

On election day Tammany MHall carried the 
First District. Judge Duffy was jubilant. In the 
midst of his joy a discordant.uote was sounded. 
Stack and Stripp had begun toshout for his dis- 
placement. They revealed themselves as Tam- 
Inany workers in the campaign, and claimed 
that they had roiled up the big vote in the dis- 
trict. Aiderman-elect Flyun quickly joined in 
their chorus. Judge Duffy, they all said, was 
not an energetic leader, and he should give way 
to John Boden, who they had determined was 
a fit leader, because he employed 1,500 long- 
shoremen at 15 cents an hour. It did not matter 
that Boden lived in New-Jersey. He could and 
he would come to New-York for the leadership. 
He came, and took a room in the Stevens House. 
The shrieking of these men at first startied the 
old-time Tammanyites, but then the latter rose 
up and deciared that they would not let Judge 
Duitfy be sacriiiced at the wilt of new-comers, 
who, in other organizations, had fought him for 
years, and now seught to kill him tn his own 
home, They would dispose of their pretensions 
at the primary election. 

Very soun they Giscoverea that their task at 
the primary was likely to be hard. They learned 
that at conferences between Croker, Flynn, and 
Stack in the Sheriff’s office the project had been 
discussed of having inspectors of the primary 
élection appointed by the Committee on Organ- 
ization, or, in brief, by Creker, on the ground 
that there wasadisposition on the part of 
Judge Duffy and his friends to confine the 
voting to persons favorable to the continuance 
of the old leader in power, and so pre- 
venta fair Demecratic election from taking 
place. Tammany Hall must see that fairness 
prevails. So there 18s a possibility that the 
foreign inspectors will supervise the First Dis- 
trict election. This possivility keeps the old 
Tammany supporters of ‘ the little Judge” in a 
state of unrest. Tkey know what inspectors of 
election can do, and they fear that foreigners, 
under the command of Croker, might do it 
against their desire. 

The attentien of the other districtleaders who 
are suspicious of the purposes of Croker is at- 
tracted to the First District. What happens 
there mnay give them an indication of what to 
expect. Yet they are probably notin such dan- 
ger as Judge Dufty. His position is peculiar. 
The leader of the First District is the tirst called 
in conventions, caucuses, and committee meet- 
ings. Itis, therefore, in his power to put his 
opinions before his fellow-Taminanyltes regard- 
less of the ‘‘ bosses.” Itis dangerous for them 
that he should be a person not absolutely 
subject to their will Judge Duffy ts not in aub- 
jection, although during John Kelly’s rule he 
was the voice of the leader and at many con- 
ventions named the entire ticket. It is in the 
nature of a Tammany doss to desire to be able 
to whisper things gently into the ear of the 
First Distriet leader, so that he may cry them 
out as the rule for the other Tammanyites. 

Ex-Register John Reilly said yesterday: “Am 
I going te be disciplined out of Tammany Hallf 
I guess not. Is Judge Duffy going to be disci- 
plined? I guess not. But what does Duffy want 
toe bother with the committee for, anyhow? It 
would be easier for him to simply attend to his 
work on the bench. Yet I don’t think he will 
be interfered with as leader. He will simply have 
to take new men into the committee. I'll have 
to dw the same. Most leaders will have to do it. 
In the Twenty-third District, if Judge White and 
his friends wish to gointo the committtee, Judge 
Welde and Tom Gilroy will have to take them. 
Inthe Twenty-feurtb District Purroy must go 
in if he wants to. I willnot object. Whenever 
a good Democrat in my district wants to go on 
the cemmittee I put him on. We have three 
times a8 many members as the appointment 
allots us. I don’t fear ‘ kickers,’ and I am voted 
down very often by them. Then why should 
the Tammany leaders want tu»get rid of any- 
body asa ‘kicker’? Oh,no. Judge Duffy will 
not be ousted, but he will be given help and his 
committee will be put in such a shape that 
Michael C. Murphy cannot capture it at will.” 

Civil Justice Norton expressed the same opin- 
ionus,but, all the same, Judge Duffy's friend, and 
the friends of Jenn Reilly and “ Jim” Barker 
dread the peepecese reorganization. They fear 
they may be reorganized out of eontrol. If they 
are some o)d-fashioned Tammany men will for- 
sake their allegiance. 





THE WEST VIRGINIA ELECTION. 
WHEELING, West Va., Nov. 28.—Before 
Judge Boyd, in the Circuit Court of this county, 
to-day, George W. Atkinson, Republican candidate 
for Congress, filed 4 petition praying that a writ 
of mandamus might issue against the Board of 
Commissioners of Ohio County compelling 


them to sign and make a part of their record a 
bill of exceptiens to their recount of the ballots 
cast for Congress in this county tendered by 
him, and that in the meanwhile an erder issue 
restraining the board from certifying to the 
Gevernor any writing purporting to give the 
result of the vete for Congress in this district. 
The order was entered by Judge Boyd, return- 
able Friday merning. The count wus com- 
pleted in Wetzel County to-day. Thre recount

CORNELL WILL FIGHT. 


—_ 
TO GO TO THE UNITED STATES 8U- 


PREME COURT ON APPEAL. 

Irnaca, Nov. 28.—Persons who think that 
the long litigation between the Cornell Univer- 
sity ana the heirs of the McGraw-Fiske fortune 
is now ended will be disappointed. Soe far from 
being discouraged, the university authorities 
even express confidence of winning the sulé 
finally, for it will be taken to the United States 
Supreme Court on the question whether or not 
the Congressional land grant belonged to the 
university or to the State as Trustee. If the 


latter view be held the suit is won fer the unl- 
versity.: THE TIM¥ES’s reporter interviewed Pres- 
ident Adams this morning. He said: 

“IT have not yet learned the details of this 
latest decision. After all is understoed about 
this devision further action of the university 
will be decided. The ivas of this legacy, which 
now amounts to $1,000,000, would not affect 
the present condition of Cornell, but it might 
destroy certain bright prospects which Mr. 
Sage’s generosity has provided for the library 
buildisg ina measure. The sum given by him 
is less than balf that from the estate for that 
purpose. According tothe will no partof the 
bequest can be used for other purposes than 
the library except $90,000. Fifty thousand 
dollars were set aside for the lease of the Mc- 
Graw Building and $40,000 for a university 
hospital wherein all sick students should have 
the care of trained nurses. This thoughtful bene- 
faction was the most promising ever made by a 
benefactor. The cornerstone of the hospital 
was laid by Mr. Fiske a few weeks before he 
brought on this suit. It was our hope that after 
the library building was completed there would 
remain a fund of $1,000,000 for the permanent 
support of the library. This would give an in- 
come nearly equal to that enjoyed by Harvard 
University. The misfortune of the decision, 
from the university staudpoint, 1s not that it 
will cripple any of its departments, but that it 
will make it impossible, if fina], to secure such 
@ library as Cornell should have. The principal 
sufferers will be the sons and daughters of the 
peopie of New-York State, for more than 700 
of our 1,200 students are from this State. It 
seems a shame that so novle a purpos¢, and one 
for so beneficent an end, by so noo a wom- 
an, should be frustrated by ay mere 
legal technicality. Of course I have nothing 
whatever to say as to the decision. There isa 
great question, however, as to whether the 
nt gd included in the university valuation 

elongs, na legal seuse,to the university or 
whether such of it as has come from the land 
grant of 1862 goes not belongtothe State by 
the conditions of the grant. The land scrip 
was given to the State for the purposes of the 
university, and only the income derived from 
investments van be used by the university.” 

President Adams evidences much disappoint- 
ment over the decision, but is not without con- 
tidence in a better verdict in the highest court. 
Judge Douglas Boardman, the Executor, said: 

“Tne case has been decided against us, but 
unless the opinion contains some heavy reason- 
ing we shall put forth every effort to see that 
the wishes of Mrs. Fiske are carried out in the 
disposition of her property. The United States 
court Will probably have to pass upon the issues 
involved.” 

Prof. Collins of the Law School, a legal ad- 
viser of considerable repute in the Executive 
Chamber at Albany, expressed himself as fol- 
iows: “ A decision either way would have been 
well based, both upon reason and precedent. It 
was my opinion that a decision in fayor of the 
university would bé rendered.” 

The Hon. 8S. D. Halliday, the chief counsel for 
the university, said: ‘‘WhenIreceive the en- 
tire opinion I shall be better prepared to speak 
upon the matter, but I do not believe there will 
be anything in it that will change our views. It 
has been the policy of the Executor to do all in 
his power to see that the wishes of the testatrix, 
Mrs. Fiske, are carefully carried out, and these 
efiorts will not cease until the case has been 
passed upon by all the courts to which it can be 
appealed.”

BUYING A RIGHT OF WAY. 

ROcHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 28.—John S. 
Rockwell of Angelica, N. Y., representing a 
syndicate of capitalists, is purchasing a right 
of way for a railway from Lincoln Park, just 
west of this city, to Charlette, as connection 
between the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg 
and the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg.

It is also 
thought that th@Lehigh Valley Road will make 
a bid for a proposed route for a purpose similar 
to that attributed to the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western. lt is, however, more probable 
that the Lehigh Valley will try to enter the city 
by the tracks of a road about to be built from 
Rochester to Lima under the name of the 
Rochester and Honeoye Valley Railway Com- 
pany. 








A BANK WRECKER ARRESTED. 
TORONTO, Nov. 28.—Roland Gideon Israel 
Barnett, the celebrated financial ‘‘fakir,” 
bucket-shop specnlator, &c., of New-York, 
Toronto, London, and various other places, 
leaves London, England, to-morrow, in charge 
of an English detective, for this city. He was 
captured in England for 4 crime committed 
there, and 1s being brought here under the 
lugitive offenders act of the British Parliament, 
which is similar to the laws of extradition as 
between other countries. This is the first case 
of the kind that nas occurred between England 
and any of her colonies. He will ba prosecuted 
here on two or three charges, all connected 
with the wrecking of the Central Bank a year 
ago in this city. Barnett is also wanted for an

GRAND ARMY DEFECTIONS 


HAVOO WROUGHT BY POLITIOS 
IN THE ORDER. 

GEN. WALLACE DOFS NOT BELIEVE THAT 
GEN. PALMER’S EXAMPLE WILL BB 
WIDELY FOLLOWED. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 28.—Prominent members 
of the Grand Army of the Republicin Chicago 
say that the defection from the order re- 
ported from Indianapolis will not extend tothe 
posts in this vicinity. “Iam for the organiza- 





*tion,” said Gen. M. R. M. Wallace, when asked 


about the threatened split. ‘If political tnter- 
ests are dragged into it then all Ican say is 
we shall turn the politicians out.” Gen. Wail- 
lace has for years past been a represeatatire 
Democrat. He is alsoa prominent member of 
the Grand Army, and universally respected by 
his comrades of that order. Referring to Gen. 
Palmer’s resignation from the order, ke said: 
“I do not precisely know what are the 
grounds of Gen. Palmer’s trouble with the or- 
ganization, but I do know that whatever they 
are there has been no disposition developed 
here by Democratic members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic te follow his example. 
No movement or any indications of a 
movement to organize a rival association has 
shown itself here, nor is there any disposition 
or even Jurking disposition that I know of to 
do anything of the kind. Since the election I 
have never heard any expressions of dissatis- 


faction made by Democratic members of the 
posts. I have talked with several old soldiers 
who are Democrats and they have net cven 
hinted at such a thing as taking 
any action upon Palmer matter. 
A member of the organization who 
comes from La Salle County, and that with @ 
fair vote is a Democratic county, tells me that 
there is no feeling ot the sort among the posts 
ofthat county either. Ido not think there is 
much in it, generally, and here in Cook County 
there is absolutely nothine.”’ 

Major Warner, the newly-elected Comnmmander 
6f the Grand Army, replied in answer te some 
questions on the Palmer matter: “ We do not 
discuss politics at all in our organization. Any 
one who feels the organization to be inharmont- 
ous €an withdraw. Grand Army men have de- 
cided te drop the whole matter.” 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill.,.Nov. 28.—The with- 
drawal of Gen. Johu M. Palmer from the Grand 
Army of the Republic has been criticised se- 
verely during the past few days by some of the 
leading members of the order 1n this State. The 
men who are attacking the General are Sexton, 
Scribner, aud Healy of Chicagzo and Berry of 
Quincy. Gen. Palmer said to-day: “I have 
read the interview and have received letters on 
the same subject from Onio, Indiana, and this 
and other States. Many of the letter writers 
approve what they suppose [ have done, 
and others, mostly anonymous, abuse and 
denounce me. Some of my correspond- 
ents propose the organization of another 
soldiers’ association. It will be time eneugh to 
talk about another organization of ex-soldiers 
when circumstances shal! show it to be neces- 
sary. Ex-soldiers can take their places with 
other citizens and discharge their social and po- 
litical duties like freemen. That the protes- 
sional soldiers and Republican politician suc- 
cesded in convincing some soldiers that Mr. 
Cleveiand was their enemy *was probably 
true; but what interests the soldiers have that 
differ from the interests of other citizens it is 
hard to comprehend. The passions of the times 
stunted many of them politically, so that they 
will never be able to view the civil war at all 
dispassionately, as thoughtful men now do, but 
as @ conflict between irreconciiabie political 
and seeial opinions and interests.” 

“Sexten is not a professional soldigr, but a 
narrow, passionate patriot, who cannot under- 
stand how a man as patriotic as himself should 
feel no personal resentment toward the late 
rebels, and be willing to act with them now, 
if necessary, to effect a= common political 
object of present importance, or how a 
soldier whose services were as faithful and 
zealous as his own should deprecate the fatal 
abuses ef a benevolent organization in a pur- 
pose which makes it a mere agency for cultivat- 
ing the prejudices of the gallant men of 
the volunteers who survive, and 
that means separate them in 
and in interest from the body 
their countrymen, and make them part of the 
fixed political capitalef selfish party leaders. 
Their calipre and character may be seen in their 
reference to a petty question of frank 
or place in the Grand Army organization as 
possibly influencing me. I never before 
heard that there was such a question pend- 
ing, and if, as they say, my withdrawal 
settles it Iam glad of it. Such a question Is 
about equal to their capacity. Sexton speaks 
of my ‘suspension’ from a post, and adds: ‘It 
he (meaning Palmer) was suspended from the 
post as claimed’ this is intended, ne doubt, 
to create the impresasion that I was at 
some time suspended from my menrbership of 
a post for some default or delinquency. Both of 
them content themselves by saying,in snb- 
stance, politics was never discussed “in post 
meetings. I never said otherwise, and hat as- 
sertion isa mere evasion of the point Im con- 
troversy. 

“Col. Willy Scribner is a Chicago Republican 
office holder. He proves too much. He pays: 
‘My withdrawal from the Grand Army will hurt 
me as much as my withdrawal from the army 
did. The soldiers were never pleased atthe way 
he left the army. He refused to ebey 4n 
order from Gen. Sherman during an engagement 
because he claimed he outranked Gen. Schotiedd. 
The soldiers did not think the way he got out of 
the army was creditable to him, and voted 
for Fifer.’ This is the language of 4 man 
who claims to be @ gentleman and @& 
soldier. The facts are the difference of opinion 
between Gen. Sherman and myself upon the 
question of the relative rank of Gen. Schofield 
and myself oecurred early in August. 1861, and 
I remained in the army until Oct. 1, 1866, when 
my resignation, tendered in May, 1866, 
was accepted. I disobeyed no order of 
Gen. Sherman, and there was no engagement 
with the enemy at the time. The suggestion 
that I disobeyed an order of Gen. Sherman dur- 
ing an engagement, and that he failed to hold 
me responsible 1s as disgraceful to Gen. Sher- 
man aa itis tome.” 

MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 28.—Judge.John P. 
Rea, Past Grand Commander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, makes some interesting 
statements with regard to the accounts pub- 
lished of the Democratic defection in the Grand 
Army. “In my opinion,” he said, “the men 
who are raising the disturbance are men who 
expected the Grand Army men to vote for 
them, irrespective of the party. Gen. Palmer 
ef Illineis says the organzation 1s poiltical 
because its members did not vote for him. It is 
stated that Col. Matson 1s supposed to be the 
head and front of ‘the defection in Indiana. He 
was @ candidate for Governor, and the man 
whoran against him was an old soldier and a 
Grand Army man. The Grand Army men voved 
on their convictions, irrespective of the organi- 
zation, and nothing was broucht to bear 
to inflmence tkem to vote in any otner 
way. Why, in Pennsylvania, the leading 
Republican State, the Department Commander, 
who is a very active Democrat, was elected by 
@ practically unanimous vote at the last ea- 
campment. It ia not the old soldiers’ Harrison 
and Morton clubs thet have caused the trouble. 
They have nothing to do with the Grand Army, 
Seme of them are Grand Army men and some 
are not.” b 

Major R. R. Henderson said that things looked 
very mucb as if the organizations had Deen used 
for furthering political projects, aud there was 
considerable disapproval among members ot 
Minneapolis posts. ‘I regret exeeedingly,’ he 
said, ‘‘ the action taken by the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in Indiana. [had 
hoped the organization througheut the United 
States would pull safely through the political 
contest between the twe great partics without 
any disaffection. There has certainly been some 
bitterness engendered, but how much it will 
affect the Grand Army of the Republic or how 
far it will extend I am unable to say.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Referring to the 
published statement that Congressman Matson 
is believed to be at the head of the movement to 
organize a Democerrtic Grand Army of the Re- 
public, that gentleman says he kuows nothing 
of it except what he has read in the newspapers, 
and consequently is not at the head or at any 
other part of the wufiair. The other statement 
in the dispatch—tbat his friends expect him 
to follow Gen. Palmer’s course and withdrew 
from the Grand Army of the Republic—he says 
is also without foundation. He never was a 
member of the organization, and therefore can- 
not withdraw. During the campaign Matson 
and Myers regiments of veterans were formed 
in every county of Indiana, and itis probable 
that these organizations form the basie of the 
new movement In that State, but of this he ean- 
not speak by authority.

DEFICIT ON THE “NYPANO.” 


AN APPARHNILY BAD BAR- 
GAIN FOR BRIE. 
OFFICIALS OF OTHER ROADS SUGGEST 
THAT ERIE WILL PROBABLY THROW 

UP THE LEASE. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov, 28.—The report 
ef the Erie showing a loss of nearly $350,000 
in operating the New-York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio caused a sensation among railway men 
here, President King’s statement that a modifi- 
eation of the lease is necessary has aroused 
speculation. The New-York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio was leased to the Erie for 99 years from 
May, 1883, at an annual rental of 35 percent, of 
gross earnings. This was modified in 1887 to 
32 per cent. of zross earnings up to $6,000,000, 
one-tenth of 1 per cent. more on each $100,000 
over that sum up to $7,000,000, and one-third 
of greas earnings if they exceed the latter sum. 
For the last two years the Erie has earned a 
small surplus over the rental, and while it was 
expected that there would be a falling off this 
year, no such decrease was auticipated. 

Vice-President John Tod of the ‘Nypano” said 
thia evening: “‘ Iam surprised at the amount 
of the deficit ana oan’t understand it. I have 
heard nothing of any contemplated attempt to 
throw up the lease by the Erie, and partly be- 
lieve that it wiil be done. The present arrange- 
ment is advantageous to the ‘Nypano,’ and I pre- 
sume our people would fighta move to break 
the lease. President Whitehead 1s in New- 
York, ann has not advised me of any such 
scheme. There have been some extraordinary 
expenses on the ‘Nypano’ this year, but this was 
largely due to the fact that the lessees had per- 
mitted the preperty to run down. We have 
spent a good deal of money ourselves double 
tracking the Mahoning Division and buying 
new equipment. I am not prepared to say what 
we would do if the lease should be abrogated. 

Erie officials here are at a loss to explain the 
situation, and fear a radical change of some 
character. A Vanderbilt efticial said this after- 
noon: “I believe that the Erie is preparing to 
give up both the ‘Nypano’ and the Chicago and 
Atlantic, and devote itself exclusively to busi- 
ness through Buffalo. It has a spiendid line be- 
tween New-York and Buffalo, and could make 
traffic arrangements with the Lake Shore, 
Michigan Central, or Grand Trunk which 
would be fully as advantageous as its pres- 
ent arrangement. This woulé also re- 
woove a& disturbing factor in the east and 
west-bound rates, and the Pennsylvania, Van- 

erbilt’s, and Erie would work together more 

armoniously. Things are drifting this way 
now. ‘The train service between Buffalo and 
New-York 1s being improved while that on the 
‘Nypano’ is being cut down. Several of the 
Erie’s fast freight lines are now going over the 
Nickel Plate and the Grand Trunk.” 

About $1,800,000 is required to pay rentals, 
hire of cars, interest on prior lien bonds, and 
taxes, and it 1s very doubtful if it ceuld realize 
that amount unless helped out by speeial traitie 
arrangements with other roads.

CHEAP FARES TO CHICAGO. 

St. Pau, Minn., Nov. 28.—There is every 
{ndication that a passenger rate war between 
the lines running to Chicago 1s abeut to be in- 
augurated, and that the publio will be given an 
opportunity to travel at cheaper rates than have 
been in force since the time when $1 was the 
prevailing fare for the round trip to the Garden 
City. The representatives of all the lines ex- 
cept the Burlington had another meeting yes- 
terday and patiently awaited the arrival of 
General Passenger Agent Kenyon of the 
Burlington before taking any final 
action. That gentieman, when invited to sign 
the agreement that had been drawn up 


at the forenoon meeting, requested time to con- 
sider the document. Mr. Kenyon stated that he 
dia not see why the linesjcould not live up to the 
provisions of the resolution passed in Chicago 
by the managers to do nothing that would de- 
moralize rates until the next meeting was held, 
on Dec. 18. Mr. Kenyon was of the opinion 
that the Milwaukee and &t. Paul Road had 
already broken this agreement by cutting the 
second-class rates from that city to 8t. Paul. 
One of the provisions of the agreementdrawn up 
by the St. Paul and Minneapolis Passenger As- 
sociation yesterday stipulated that no commis- 
sions should be paid by any of the Jines party to 
the agreement except on contracts that did not 
faver this provision, for the reason that it gave 
the lines having steamship centracts an ad- 
vantage over the lines not having such con- 
tracts. He favored an agreement drawn up 
without any such exceptions orone that made 
an equal competition between all the lines, 
There were other provisions in the agreement 
that were not satisfactory to Mr. Kenyon, and 
he did not feel disposed to sign his name to the 
document in its present form. Mr. Kenyon said 
to-day that the Burlingten Road did not intend 
to inaugurate a rate war, and would do no cut- 
ting of rates unless compelled by other lines to 

0 80. 

When questioned in regard te the agreement 
drawn up yesterday, Mr. Dixon of the Mil- 
waukee Road stated thatif Mr. Kenyon did not 
choose to sign the decument that Kanyon would 
be individually responsible for any damaging 
results. When asked if the action of the Mil- 
waukee Road in cutting the second-class rates 
from Chicago was neta breach of the recent 
agreement, Mr. Dixon said: “ Ne, Sir, itis not 
the resolution passed at the last meeting to the 
effect that none of the lines would do anything 
to further demoralize rates until the next meet- 
ing to be held in December, and also contained a 
provision that any line could protect itself 
against other lines that sold tickets at reduced 
rates through sealpers. There are 4,000 tickets 
of other Hnes, Chicago to St. Paul, in the 
hands of scalpers in Chicago which are sold at 
reduced rates, and our road in gutting the seo- 
ond-class rate did so te meet this competition.” 
There seems to be very little prospect tor a set- 
tlementof the trouble, and a general demoral- 
ization of passenger rates to Chicago in the near 
future will be the probabie result.

Amos R. Little as a Director to fill the vacancy 
in the board caused by the death of Joha Price

prominent member of the Textile Association, 
but of late years he has not been active ly en- 
gaged in any business. The Directors pro- 
moted John Whittaker from the position of 
local freight agent to that of Assistant General 
Freight Agent, an office just ereated. The office 
of through treight agent, pow in charge of Mr. 
Kingsbury, will be abolished, and Mr. Kingsbury 
will have charge of the business of the Unien 
Freight Line.

The restoration of rates does 
not rest wholly with the New-York Central and 
the Pennsylvania KRailrosa Companies, In 
fact, there 1s a good deal of trouble with the 
railroads known as the weaker lines which are 
bound to get business at all hazards. When 
some way can be found to pacify them perma- 
nently better times will follow.”

MORE TBOUBLE BREWING. 

The National Dispatch, a Central Vermont 
fast freight line, yesterday lowered its rates to 
Chicago onthrough business to 35 cents on 
first-class, 28 cents on second, 26 eents on 
third, 24 cents on fourth, 20 cents on fifth, and 
16 cents on sixth. This makes the all-rail rate 
to Chicago as low as were the rail and lake rates 
during the freight rate upheaval of last Sum- 
mer. Notices were yesterday sent out to all the 
Broadway offices of lines;west of Chicago author- 
izing agonts to use those rates in contracting for 
west-bound shipments. The reduction is not 
made as a cut, but simply to maintain the right 
et a differential which is allowed the Central 
Vermont during times of peace and normal 
rates. This differential through the six classes 
is 10, 8, 6, 4, 4, and 3 cents, respectively. The 
maintenance of such a differential now, however, 
makes the rate from New-York to Chicago on 
through business nearly 30 per cent. more vis 
the New-York Central or Pennsylvania than by 
the National Dispatch, whereas it was only 1623 
per cent, more before the reduction was made 
by the Central a few weeks ago. The fear now 
is that the weaker lines are going to cause a 
great deal of trouble to the stronger ones when 
the latter finally come to an understanding 
among themselves. 

It is feared that when an agreement is entered 
into between the New-York Central and Penn- 
sylvania the others will refuseto come in and 
sign, as their differentials now make their rates 
s0 much less in proportion than formerly that 
they are handling the. greater portion of the 
business. ‘The Central Vermont’s action is ac- 
cepted as almost absolute proof of this inten- 
tion on the part of the officials of that line at 
least. They are generally ready and willing to 
make cuts in rates on the slightest provocation, 
and it was only after the most powerful influ- 
ences had been brought to bear that it finally, 
almost on the verge of. the close of navigation 
on the lakes anyway, consented to raise its rail 
and lake rates with the others, They had hard- 
Wy been put baek again when the New-York 

entral made its big cut, and tho little Central 
Vermont has been the last to wheel into line 
after tirst waiting to see if the differences could 
not he adjusted satisfactorily. More consterna- 
tion has been caused by the fact that the Cen- 
tral Verment has met the reduction after first 
waiting so long than by anything else that has 
developed since the cut was firat made by the 
New-York Central. Another fear which seems to 
he gaining in gravity daily is that the Erie may 
not want to wheel into line. A differential, on a 
basis of 5 cents for first-clasg freight, is main- 
tained by this road also, aud at the big differ- 
encein thp percentage of reduction, the Erie 
can comt\and far more freight than it can 
when rajfes are held at their normal 
tigures, and it is even said that now it 
ean control nearly if not quite as much as oan 
the New-York Central or the Pennsylvania. The 
Erie has never ‘been able to do anything like 
what was considered its fair proportion of the 
business, and for this reason a differential was 
allowed it by the stronger lines in the hope that 
it would catch up in ite freight business. Even 
this differential failed to make the difference 
that was predieted in the volume of the Erie’s 
traitic, and the road has been making secret cuts 
and adopting various kinds of irregular methods 
to procure its desired amount of business for 
many months. 

In fact, it is @ common saying among the 
freight and passenger agents of Broadway that 
‘*the Erie can never get any business, either 
freight or passenger, unless it puye it, and 
sometimes it pays dearly for it.” Now that, 
with the present rates, the Erie is doing so well, 
it is deemed very doubtful if it will enter into 
any agreement binding in its terms, unless large 
concessions are made. When the Central made 
its big cut the Erie was freely quoted to have 
had a hand in the secret cutting which led the 
stronger line to adopt the course it did and be- 
fore night of the same day, the Erie had re- 
cone its rates also, maintaining its ditferen- 
tial. . 

Frank Thomson, First Vice-President of the 
Pennsylvania Company, ieit the city yester- 
day for his home in Philadelphia after having 
had a long interview with President Depew. 
The result of the conference was not made 
known by Mr. Thomson, but he said that 
everything weuld be satisfactorily settled 
within a few days. This, however, was before 
the Central Vermont had made known its in- 
tention af maintaining its heavy differential.

DECISION AGAINST THE ROAD. 

JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 28.—Federal Judge 
Hill to-day sustained the demurrer of de- 
fendants to the bill of the Yazoo and Missiseippi 
Valley Railroad Company against the Board of 
Levee Oommissioners, and complainant ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the United States. 
The case arose from the road’s enjoining the 
collection of the levee taxes which were im- 
posed by the Legislature on all railroads 
whether exempted from taxation by charter or 
not. Defendants’ points were, first, that the 
charter did not exempt; second, if it did it was 
beyond legislative power to bind subsequent 
Legislatures; third, it was a police power which 
the Legislature could not bargain away; fourth, 
the Legislature could not exempt any particu- 
lar railroad from taxation even if it could ex- 
ewpt all of its class. The court decided for de- 
feudants on the first ground, ignoring the third 
and fourth grounds, and as to the second 
ground held that the decision of the State 
Supreme Court in Mississipp!, Milis against 
Cook, was applicable only to private corpora- 
tions for pecuniary profit, and did not refer to 
railroads, which were quasi public corporations, 
and in which the people were interested.

As high 
as $5 is deducted from first-class tickets to Chi- 
cago, and corresponding reductions are made to 
other points.

DOING GOOD 


A SOCIETY THAT IS CORDIALLY SUP- 
PORTED. 

Brooklyn has a Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children which believes in practi- 
éal reformatory work rather than sensational- 
ism. Its conduct on these lines has won for ita 
most cordial support from both the peeple and 
the authorities of Breoklyn, as well as in some 
of the neighboring towns to which its work has 
been extended, This extension of the society’s 
labors was made in the early Summer through 
volunteer special or corresponding agents, 
Branch agencies are now in operation as a re- 
suls in Bayshore and Patchogue, in Suffolk 
County, and in Westbury Station, Old Westbury, 


and Springfield, in Queens County. These out- 
side agencies will be extended as rapidly as pos- 
sible. In these branch agencies, as in the par- 
ent society, the work will be direeted to the pre- 
vention of neglect and cruelty as rigorously as 
to the correction of abuses found to exist. 

Superintendent Wilkin reports that during 
the last year the cases brought to the attention 
of the society by citizens have shown a gratify- 
ing appreciation of the labora of the society, 
these and police reports having resulted in 
6,236 visits by the society’s officers, involvin 
the cases of 3,671 different children. In the is 
months ending Oct. 31, 1,37% complaints were 
received at the society’s office, and as a result 
of the investigations which followed 503 obil- 
dren have been removed from improper sur- 
roundings and from brutal parents or guardians 
and placed in houses or institutions where 
they have been properly cared for, In 
358 cases gratuitous advice has been 
given to parents seeking to reeover 
lost or erring children aud to children seeking 
protection from demoralizing influences or the 
infliction of physical pain. The society has 
prosecuted 367 cases against cruel parents or 
guardians, securing conviction in 321 cases, 
while 21 others were pending at the end of the 
current fiscal year. The reeord is certainly a 
creditable and rather remakabie one, showing 
the thoroughness of the society’s method. Dur- 
ing the eight years of the society’s existence 
6,894 cases have been thoroughly investigated, 
—— in @ vast amount of good being 

one. 

The society’s physician in his report ef his 
Yéar’s work, says: ‘‘ It is gratifying to note the 
marked falling offef cases of assault on little 
children, only 14 being brought to me during 
the past year, against 23 in the year preceding. 
In nine of these I did mot find sufficient evidence 
to support the charges, and they were dis- 
missed. In four the defendants were found 
guilty and sentence to terms of imprisonment.’’ 

The expenses for the-conduct of the society 
during the year were but $7,721 78, which ta 
certainly a moderate outlay for the amount of 
work accomplished, all the expense being de- 
frayed by donations, subscriptions of members, 
and interest on bequests. ,With so good a 
sbowing the society feels that it has aright to 
ask the public for aid to further prosetute its 
work, having shown that the money will be 
= ~ iopenns by the people having it in 
control.

THE HRONZK DYNAMITH TRIAL, 


ADDITIONAL EVIDENCE IN SUPPORT OF 
THE INDICTMENT. 

Curoaao, Nov. 28.—The Criminal Court 
room was crewded this morning when the 
Hronek dynamite trial was resumed. Hronek 
had changed a good deal in his appearance 
since yesterday morning. He looked worried 
and shifted about nerveusly in his seat and 
eagerly listened to every word of the testi- 
mony. The first witness was Officer Muchaski, 
one of Inspector Bonfield’s Behemian detect- 
ives. He gave the jury the dotails of a confes- 
sion made by Hronek after his arrest. After the 
conspirators had been locked in the jail Muchas- 
ki visited Hronek in his cell. Hronek haa acopy 
of the Daily News in his hand. “I have just 
been reading here,” he said, “that some of the 


people who were arrested with me are giving 

things away and putting all the blame on me. 

Now, I am going to tell the whole truth.” 

Muchaski then arranged a meeting between 
reneg, Inspector Bonfield, and a stenographer 
n the library of the jail. 

Ri, officer continued his testimony as fol- 
ows: 

‘“‘Hronek first said that many of the bombs 
found in Lingg’s possession were mado by aman 
named Schneider. Schneider also made the 
bombs which he (Hronek) had.’’ 

“Where did you a the dynamite in your 
house?” he was asked. 

* From @ man named Karafial.” 

“How much dynamite did you have in the 
house?” 

*Taon’t know how much the officers found.” 

The cross-examination brought out the state- 
ment that Hrenexk had said at the interview in 
jail that he had thrown some of the bombs into 
the river, He had also said that thera was con- 
siderable indignation about the exeeution of 
Spies and his companions, and he wanted to 
avenge their death Hronok said thatit was 
his intention to harm Bonfield and Judges Gary 
and Grinneil, but he refused to say how. He 
said however, that he did not want to bring 
any one else into the affair, but would undertake 
the job alone if the others would pay him for it. 

Police Inspector Bonfield told ef the first in- 
formation which he received of the plot from 
ex-Justice Fisher, to whom Chleboun had con- 
fided, and the subsequent arrest of the conspira- 
tors. Ina bedtick in Hronek’s house the wit- 
ness found a dirkknife six inches long in a 
leathern ease, a large revolver, and a stick of 
dynamite. These articles were produced. 

For the defense Hronek was put on the stand 
and said that he was;not an Anarchist and 
never had been. He never belonged to an 
Anarchistic society, and did not believe there 
was such a thing in existence. He then madea 
general denial of the truth of Chleboun’s story. 
He never made, manufactured, bought, seld, or 
procured any dynamite. He never said that he 
threw the bomb atthe Haymarket, and was not 
there. He had never been barmed by Bonfield, 
Gary, or Grinnell, and had no reason for seek- 
ing revenge on them, nor did he ever threaten 
to do so. He never was at Capek’s house when 
aliquid was being poured into giass balls or 
beads, and, as he knew nothing of the manu- 
facture of explosives, uever instructed Chieboun 
in the art, 


THH BAGGING 





TRUST. 


THE POOL NOT 80 PROFITABLE AS WAS 
EXPECTED. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 28.—The Jute Bag- 
ging Trust, which during the past Fall has con- 
trolled the market for the cornering of the cot- 
ton crop of this country and has obtained a 
price for its product, far above its legitimate 
value, has now come to a point where the 
power of the trust is broken. The sales of bag- 
ging by the combination have been far pelow 
the usual Fall average, and have awakened 
them to a knowledge of tne force of public 


opinion as opposed to an unjust cornering and 
advance of rices by such monopolistic 
means. In addition to the shrinkage in 
Sales another obstasle now confronts the 
Bagging Trust, which causes no small 
uneasiness in the ranks, There are in all 24 
bagging factories in the United States, and of 
these 16 are shut down, having been leased by 
the “combine” and closed up to lessen the pro- 
duction and give a semblanee. of reason for the 
sudden advances in price last September, which 
cost the cotton-raising industry of the South 
over $3,000,000. On the lst of January these 
leases expire, and the 16 factories are ready to 
start up again, unless once more leased by the 
trust and allowed to remuin idle. 

So far there has been no arrangement made 
toward leasing by the bagging compine, and it 
1s possible that several factories will start up 
after the opening of the new year, which is 
calculated to interferoa sensiderably with the 
plans of the combine and naturally cause a 
geriene declinein the price of bagging. Messrs. 

uke Sells of Sells & Oo., Jerome Hillof Hill, 
Fontaine & Co, and several others interested 
were seen. While they admit that the power 
of the trust is still undiminished, the general 
statement is that by a free use of second- 
hand bagging and the ocoasional use of a 
substitute for jute covering, the sales of the 
“combine” have been greatly diminished, and 
their unjust pool has not realized the immense 
protits which were expected; and although by 
this time the cotton crop of this country is 
about covered, still the starting up of thase 
factories, which have been closed in the inter- 
est of the trust, would have quite a perceptible 
offect on the demand for bagging, and weuld 
materially diminish the business of the bagging 
combine for the Winter and Spring months.

A LARGE IMPORTATION OHEAPENING 
THE THANKSGIVING FEAST. 

The man who does not have turkey for 
dinner to-day will be in hard luck indeed, for 
there never’ was a Thanksgiving when these 
birds were more plentiful or cheaper. Turkeys 
that were selling in Washington market Tues- 
day for 16 cents per pound could be bought 
there yesterday afternoon for 12 and even 10 
cents per pound. Indeed, turkey was about the 
cheapest meat that could be purchased. The 
cause of this was a4 glut in the market caused by 
a large importation of turkeys from thé West. 
The dealers were complaining bitterly at this, 
for many of them were compelled to sell out 
their stock at less than cost price. The stock of 


cranberries and celery was also large and 8 
cents a quart for the former and 10 cents a 
bunch for the latter were commen prices. 

The scene in the market was oné of activity, 
although the dealers declared that it was de- 
cidedly dull as compared to the trade of former 
years. It was a study to wateh the people who 
came to buy. There were gorgeous keepors of 
swell up-town boarding houses, with diamonds 
on the outside of theit gloves, who bought 
largely and ostentatiously ordered their pur- 
chases sent to numbers on or near Fifth-avenue. 
Rubbing elbows with these prosperous dames 
were — er women wearing 8 eg | bonnets 
and frayed shawls and suffering from the 
awful necessity of making $1 do for $3. 
Witn forlorn eyes and timorous touch 
they examined the big, fat gobblers. They never 
asked to have the tempting birds weighed, for 
they knew that their slender purses could not 
afford the price. Consequently they freee 
away regretfully to the smaller and leaner 
birds, and, after much b yong | and pinching, 
would choose what seemed to be the best and 
haveit weighed. Ifit came within their means 
they bought it; if not, they went on down the 
scale until they found something for their little 
money. Then they would slip it under their 
poor shawls and hurry away. 

But it is not always the rich that buy the best, 
as every dealer in Washington Market will at- 
test. Itis those of the middle class in point of 
wealth that do not hesitate at the prices asked. 
These find what they want and buy without 
further ado. But the very rich and the very 
poor are those that haggle, the. first from nature 
end the latter from pitiable necessity. Yester- 
day a well-dressed man spent a quarter of an 
hour trying to make up his mi whether he 
would pay $3 for a big fat turkey. While he 
was deliberating, tothe disgust ef the dealer, a 
burly lengshoreman in a blue jumper came 
along and asked the price of the bird. When he 
was told he reached into his pocket, took out 
the money, threw it onthe counter, and sling- 
ing the naked bird upon bis shoulder, went on 
his var whistling. 

In all the streets leading to the market one 
met the poor peeple coming away with their 
turkeys. They carried them in baskets, paper 
bags, and openly in their hands. And yet, the 

urchases made no appreciable impression on 
he stock of the dealers. Washington Market 
seemed to have been decorated with turkeys, 
All around the structure nothing could be seen 
but these long-legged, long-necked birds hang- 
ing head down in rows ons above the other. 
When one was sold another was brought from 
some hidden place and placed on the vacant hook. 
At dusk yesterday there seemed to be just as 
many turkeys in Washington Market as there 
were at sunrise. Inthe evening the poor peo- 
ple came in large numbers to purchase, and the 
trade brightened up, but the prices remained 
low. The dealer’s misfortune ‘was the poor 
man’s pre seey and there will probably be more 
turkey eaten in tenement houses to-day than a¢ 
any Thanksgiving for many years. 





THE MOVEMENT OF WHEAT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 28.—Receipts 
of wheat have fallen off this week at most 
points of farmers’ delivery in tne Northwest. 
The movement has been very free in the north- 
ern sections recently, and has had a serious 
effect on this market. The amount moving from 
elevators to this point has been heavy, and, 
while to the south the arrivals have been mod- 
erate, the northern districts have poured out 
their surplus in such a manner as to seriously 
ineonvenience parties interested in maintaining

Demurrage has 
been charged and every other known expedient 
adopted to dispose of accumulated business, 
It wili take seme time. not yet by any means 
certain, to clear up the late accumulation if the 
fine weather holda out. The Southern sections 
are bullish, and have less wheat and more other 
produce to sell,

ELEOTRIO LIGHTING OF WAR SHIPS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Commodore J.G. 
Walker, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, in 
his annual repert calls especial attention to the 
aubject of introducing electric lights into naval 
Ships. The first man-of-war in the werld, says 
the report, to be lighted by electricity, the 
Trenton, was installed under the direction of 
this bureau, under an appropriation especially 
asked for by the bureau for that purpose. From 
the tiret this methed of lichting has beer suc- 
cessful, and it is now conceded that no ship is 
complete without eleetric lights; they have 
been proved beyond a doubt to exert a direct and 
salutary influence upon the sanitary condition, 
the disetpline, and the efficiency gf vessels of 
war. By placing the entire subject of electric 
lighting in the bands of one expert inspector, 
great progress has been made in perfecting the 
special appliances required for installing ships. 
The new ships now being lighted will have very 
superior installations.

KEBPING OUT THE REFUGEES. f 
JACKSONVILLF’S CITIZENS INDIGNANT 
AT THEIR EXOLUSION. 

JACKSONVILLE, Nov. 28.—President Neal 
Mitchell’s official bulletin for the past 24 hours 
ending at 6 o’clock this evening is: New cases, 
8; deaths, 0; total number of cases to date, 
4,680; new white cases—Adam Legree, H. A. 
Rudolph, and Henry Rudolph. 

At its meoting this afternoon the Board of 
Health decided that it was still unsafe for refu- 
goes to return to Jacksonville, but appointed a 
committee of twe to draw up a card for publi- 


sation giving the reasons of the board fof this 
action. The majority of the people are indig- 
nent that the board does not raise the quaran- 
tine restrictions immediately, now that frost 
has fallen. Great pressure comes from refu- 
gees for permission toreturn. There was talk 
to-day of an indignation meeting at the Opera 
House, and many citizéns volunteered to pro- 
tect the refugees from arrest in case any of 
them put in an appearancg here. The whole 
city is stirred up overthe qua@stion. The Jimes- 
Union this morning advocated the cause of 
the refugees, saying among offer things: 
“If we are to be guided by the dominant idea of 
na oe = ge tripartite conference the frost nas noth- 
to do with removing or lessening the danger of 
taking the disease. This can be removed hog | by 
disinfection. Who ever heard of wholesale disin- 
fection before or who ever heard of shutting people 
out of acity while it is in progress? We- have al- 
ready had two frosts—one light, the other moderate- 
ly héavy. Now what valid reason can be given for 
refusing the refugees an entrance here} Two- 
thirds or three-quarters of them would come to 
houses that have not been infected. We shall be 
playing the refugees false if we shut them out any 
longer. They have been told that a frost would re- 
move all danger, and now suddenly to take all this 
back and compel them to wait for nearly four weeks, 
while disinfection is in progress, would be unwar- 


ranted, unprecedented, unjust, and even tyran- 
nical.’ 


SMALLPOX IN AN ALMSHOUSH. ‘ 
BUFFALO, Nov. 28.—The authorities are much 
stirred up over the discovery of smallpox in the 
almshouse. The county’s institutions seem to be in 
a bad way, Several cases have been developed in 
the penitentiary. The aimshouse is quarantined 
and no inmates will bereceived there until it is 
definitely ascertained whether the disease will be 
confined and not be allowed to spread thronghout 
the institution, and this is causing much contusion.

THE BROADWAY SURFAOE 
RAILROAD DHOISION, 

ALL THE OOUNSEL IN THE CASE TO 
CONFER TO-DAY WITH EX-ATTOR- 
NEY-GENERAL O'BRIEN. 

To say that the decision of the Court of 
Appeals in the Broadway Surface Railroad case 
Was unexpected by the lawyers engaged in the 
ease would hardly coincide with the faets. 
Against their better judgment from the begin- 
ning, counsel who have represented the people 
and others outside of the case whose sympa- 
thies as public-spirited citizens were with the 
people, have hoped that the acts of the Legisiat- 
ure, which were prepared by Roscoe Conkling 
and Clarence Seward, counsel of the Senate 
investigating committee, would be sustained 
by the Court of Appeals, at least to such an ex- 
tent as would secure to the people a return of 
all the property of which they were plundered, 
except the investments of innocent holders of 
the road’s securities. The decision is as com- 
plete as Jacob Sharp himself could have wished 
it, in the interests of the owners of the property 
—the Philadelphia syndicate that purchased it 
from Sharp—and, as Corporation Counsel Beek- 
man observed, “the presence of Jake Sharp in 
the flesh is all that is necessary to render the 

irony of the situation cold and complete.” 

It was part of Jacob Sharp’s scheme to aban- 
don the Broadway Surface Railroad Company 
BS & corporation as completely as possible with- 
out impairing his grip on its franchises and 

roperties. It had been attended by such vul- 
ainy at the birth, by such bribery, perjary, cor- 
ruption and general and partioular wicked- 
ness in its organization and equipment, that its 
existence was & constant source of danger to 
him and a reminder of the parts he had played 
in bringing 1t into existence. As soon, there- 
fore, as he bad succeeded in perfecting the road 
and putting it into operation, he took immedi- 
ate steps to denude the name of everything of 
value that it possessed. Jaceb Sharp and a few 
others had owned and controlled the Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad Company—a property that 
was rated at but little value before the Bread- 
way Road was built. It was considered abse- 
lutely necessary to the continued existence of 
the road that it should secure the Broadway 
franchise, and time after time attempts were 
made to seoure it in @ legitimate way. 

The idea of paying @ reasonabie eo for it, 
or of assuming to pey & perpetual revenue to 
the city that would in seme measure repay the 
city forthe grant, was not entertained. The 
attempt to get the franehise by gift or legis- 
lative jugglery developed a crew of legislative 
and aldermanic cormorants who demanded 
pay for their votes, and when this became ap- 
parent the promoters of the enter price did not 
hesitate to resort to bribery. Over $400,000 
‘was spent in securing the necessary legislation 
at Albany and in the Board of Aldermen of 
1884 in this city before the franchiee was se- 
cured, The building and equipment of the 
road from Fifteenth-street, down Broadway, to 
Bowling Green, cost about as much more, in- 
cluding the purehasé of all the omnibuses 
that previously filled the street. Tho road 
was onded for $2,500,000 and capital- 
ized for $1,000,000 more. As seon as the 
road was put in running order Sharp trans- 
ferred it all but bodily to the Seventh-Avenue 
Company. The Seventh-Avenue Oompany and 
the Bleecker-Street Company were given per- 
petual leases of the line and equipment and as 
payment the Seventh-Avenue Company guaran- 
teed all but $375,000 of the $2,500,000 ef Broad- 
way bonds and took the capital stoek at par, 
and the Bleecker-Street Road guaranteed the 
$375,000 of the bonds. By this time the act— 
chapter 268 of the Laws of 1886—was Pte ee 
repealing the act creating the Broadway Suriace 
Railway Company. This was just what Sharp 
wanted, although it was intended aga hestile 
measure. He at once proceeded to sali the Sey- 
enth-Avenue Railroad, and for this, with its 
newly-acquired a arth me he found ready pur- 
chasers in the niladelpnia syndicate that is 
still supposed te own it. For the stoek of the 
road that had not for years paid a dividend and 
was considered rather desperate poceeeee, he 
was paid from $290 to $300 per one-hundred- 
doliar share. The guaranteed bonds of the 
Broadway Road he retained, and out of the in- 
vestment of less thau $1,000,000 he secured 
over $6,000,000. 

After this, the twoacts drawn by Roscoe 
Conkling and Clarence Seward were placed 
upor the statute books—one annulling the fran- 
chise of the company and providing for a Re- 
ceivership of all its assets, and the other pro- 
viding for a sale of the franchise {at auction by 
the Receiver te be appointed for the benefit of 
the city of New- Yor Under the first of these 
acts Attorney-General Denis O’Brien brought 
suit and had John O’Brien of the firm of 
O’Brien & Clark of this city appointed Receiver 
ef the Broadway Surface Railroad Cempany. 
When Receiver O’Brien undertook to enter into 
possession of the property he found nothing re- 
maining bat a litule office furniture and five street 
cars, Which had been retained by the company 
to save its rightin a possible attack upon it for 
abandoning its franchise. Even this he did not 
get possession of, for he: found the Directors of 
the company in possession already as Trustees 
for the creditors of the company, a8 provided 
by the statutes in the case of the dissolution of 
@ corporation 

For the sake of avoiding unnecessary and 
expensive litigation an agreement was entered 
into by the Receiver and the Seventh-Avenue 
Company by which the company agreed to pay 
him $100 a day rental of the track, and with 
the Bieecker-Street Company to pay 815 a day 
for its use of the tracks, pending the final de- 
cision of the pending litigation. This arrange- 
ment continued until about 15 months ago, 
when the companies, finding the payment of 80 
much money rather onerous, entered inte a 
bend to the Reeeiver to pay this rental ina 
ae sum ln case the litigation went against 
them. 

In the meantime Attorney-General O’Brien 
had beguu the omnibus be page to establish 
in the courts the constitutionality of the acts 
mentioned, which has juss been adversely de- 
cided in the Court of Appeals. According to 
Lesiie W. Russell. and Corporation Counsel 
Beekman the rights of the people werein no 
wey jeopardized by the character ef this pro- 
eooding. It was primarily necessary to have 
the constitutionality of the acts under which 
the Receiver was appointed, the charter an- 
uulled, and the corporation dissolved, estab- 
lished before the Keceiver could proceed with 
the sale of the franchise and the administration 
of the preperty under the statute. This eould 
have been dove by bringing separate suits, but 
nething could be gained by that course that 
Was notequally provable in the omnibus suit 
which was decided upon. 

The decision finds the two material acts in 
question unconstitational, and everything done 
in consequence of them without authority in 
the law, and taxes the cest of preeeeding 
against the people, except those of the Re- 
ceiver, wav isrequired to pay his own cost. This 
proceeding establishes the title to the fran- 
chise, the road, and the rolling stock in the 
Seventh-Avenue and Bleecker-Street Railroad 
Oompanies, the partios at presont in posses- 
sion. The people lese nothing but the vindica- 
tion of the moral law, for there was nothing 
else sought for the peeple inthe action, The 
city loses only what it might have gained 
by a different decision, the price another cor- 
poration would be willing to pay for the fran- 
chise upon agale by the Reeoiver uader the 
hanmimer. The Receiver loses the administra- 
tion of a valuable and pvxefitable trust estate, 
and must go hunting for his costs, and the sue- 
cessors to Jacob Sharp receive the complete 
and thoreuch investment of all the rights con- 
ferred by tho original charter—a property of in- 
estimable value. 

To-morrow there will be a conference tn this 
city of all the counsel in the case with ex- 
Attorney-General O’Brien, who will come to the 
city for the purpose, with a view te & speedy 
settlement of the complications now existing. 

The city has not been without income from 
the property during the pending litigation. The 
charter of the company prevides for the 
payment of $40,000 a year for the franchise, 
torever; the general railroad law provides for 
the paymout ef 3 per ecat. of the gross receipts 
every year for the first five years and 5 per cent. 
per annuum forever thereafter; it alse exacts a 
license feeof $50 per car per annum and then 
lcvies taxes upon the roadbed of the company 
as real estate. Fer 1887 the 3 per cent. of gross 
receipts amounted to $32,516 10, indicating 
&TO3s annual receipts for the road south of 
Fifteenth-street of $1,083,870; the fixed annaal 
rentai of $40,000, and over $20,000 of car 
license fees, besides the reai estate tax. 

During the pendency of the litigation the 
company bas done no more work in the way of 
improvements than was absolutely neceasary 
to keep the roud in working order. The tracks 
have therefore been suffered to fall into a con- 
dition absolutely requiring relaying. The terms 
of the Aldermanic grant require that the com- 
pany shall use rails of the most approved pat- 
tern and they have already been served with & 
notice to rolay the track and to Iay it in a bet- 
ter class of rails than are now employed. Now 
that the litigation is at an end, this regulation 
Wil be insisted apon.

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GARDNER FOUND GUILTY. 


TRUNKS OF SMUGGLED OPIUM PUT IN 
EVIDENCE. 

Ausurn, N. Y., Nov. 28.—When the 
United States court opened this morning the 
Government attorneys were allowed to intro- 
duce trunks containing 1,500 pounds of smug- 
gied opium as evidence in the Gardner case. 
The Hon. Richard Crowley, for the defendant, 
made another motion to dismiss the case on the 
ground that the iadictment plages the value of 
$10 per pound on opium and no evidence was 
advanced to show thatit possessed any value, 
The metion was denied. He then asked tho 
ceurt to rule that there could be no convictivn 
under the first and sixth counts in the indict- 
ment known as ‘‘the smliggling counts.” Coun- 
sel claimed there was not a shred of evidenes to 


show that the defendant brought the opium 
over from Canada even if he did receive and 
conceal it. This was also denied. Mr. Crowley 
surprised the lawyers and spectators by an- 
nouncing that he would here rest his case, He 
then summed up for the defense, saying this 
was the most remarkable trial he had ever wit- 
ovssed. After'the court room had been flooded 
with trunks and packages and witnesses had 
sworn to what they contained the Government 
had seen fit to rest its case without opening one 
of the trunks, and not one of the jury could say 
what their contents were. Only two small cans 
had been opened—the ones which the chemist 
had analyzed—and it was not proved that they 
contained opium. Who could say the defendant 
had smuggled any opium?! He urged the jury 
not to draw any inference against the defendant 
because he had not put him on the stand in his 
own behalf. ‘*Every prisoner.” he said, “stands 
with a great shield above him—that he is pre- 
sumed to beinnecent until proved guilty. We 
rest our case upon the absence of legal evidence 
on.the part of the Government.” 

United States Attorney Lockwood summed 
up for the Government. He said that tbe ad- 
dress of the opposing counsel was the most re- 
markabje he had ever heard. He had not said a 
word about the evidenee, but had simply ar- 
raigned the Government for not introducing 
more evidence, The court had found enough 
evidence in the case to send it to the jury ona 
question of fact. He characterized the defend- 
ant as & man whose every step since the Gov- 
ernment had got on his track had been con- 
nected with crime. He then reviewed the tes- 
timony of the Prineires Witnesses for the 
Government and urged that the perpetrator of 
such crimes as the prisoner was charged with 
should net go unpunished. 

Judge Coxe charged the jury. In his charge 
he said he regretted that some people looked 
upon Seg ey! as @ pardonable offense. If the 
evidernoe were true in this case a heinous crime 
had been committed, and the Government had 
heen defrauded of $35,000. There was no dis- 
ery as to the facts. There was no question 

ut that a substance alleged to be opium was 
emukgied into the United States. Was it done 
by the defendant? That was a question for the 
jury to pass upen after eonsidering all the evi- 
dencé in the case. He called the jury’a atten- 
tion to Gardner’s movements in Canada under 
an assumed name, and his threat to put a bullet 
through a customs officer when discovered near 
the river bank. 

The jury retired at neon, andin three-quarters 
of an hour returned with a verdict of guilty on 
six counts of the indictment. . 





THE AROHBISHOP REFUSED. 


WHY THE PROGRAMME OF A RECENT 
WEDDING WAS CHANGED. 

Miss Annie Berry, daughter of John 
Berry, one of the old Mayors of Williamsburg 
before its annexation to Brooklyn, and sister of 
Mayor Hewitt’s secretary, Arthur Berry, was 
married on Tuesday in St. Leo’s Church, Twen- 
ty-elghth-street and fFifth-avenue, to Myr. 
Eugene Emile Varet of New-York. It was be- 
lieved by the friends of the contracting parties 
and was stated in the newspapers that the cere- 
mony was perfermed by the Rev. Father 
Sylvester Malone, the venerable Pastor of Sts, 
Peter and Paul’s Church, in Brooklyn, 
as Father Malone had married and baptized 
two generations of Berrys. It faot, the con- 
tracting parties themselves understood that 
they were to be united by Father Malone, as he 
had been requested to officiate; but neverthe- 


less Mgr. Ducey performed the duty, and the 
reasons given for the change in the programme 
are interesting. 

When Father Malone was asked to marry the 
daughter of his ola friend, ex-Mayor Berry, he 
gladly consented. The marriage was to be oel- 
ebrated in New-York, and, according to the 
laws of the Catholic Church, Father Malone 
could not officiate without the consent of Aroh- 
bishop Corrigan. The parties loeking on this 
application for permission as a mere formality, 
delayed making it until Monday. Then Mr. 
Carroll Berry, a brother of the bride, called 
at the Archbishop’s residencé to get the neces- 
sary indorsement. He was requested to state his 
errand to a butler and didso. The servant in 
turn communicated it to Afchbishop Corrigan 
and soon returned to surprise Mr. Berry with 
the information that Father Malone would not 
be permitted to exercise any of his ministerial 
duties in the archdiocese until he had apolo- 
eo to the Archbishop. Mr. Berry says he

A SHIPWRECKED CREW RESOUVED. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Nov. 28.—The fishing 
schooner Peroy arrived to-day from the Georges 
Banks, having ou board Capt. Darrah and the 
crew of the brig Mary Fink, who were picked 
up last evening 25 miles southeastot Thatcher's 
Island. Capt. Darrah states that he sailed from 
Bath at 5 o’cloek Sunday morning for Philadel- 
phia with 625 tons of ice. 
began to blow and snow. The vessel was run- 
ning a southerly course under upper and lower 
topsails. The wind increased to a hurricane, 
and the set sails were blown intoribbons. The 
sea washed everything movable from the decks, 
and carried away the rails and bulwarks. The 
Vessul was hove to Sunday night. She had be- 
gun to leak. The men werked iucessantly at 
the pumps, but the water gained so fast and the 
vessel rolled so heavily that they were forced 
on Monday morning to abanden her, she having 
become unmanageabie. The two mates and a 
seaman were badly injured by seas breaking 
over the brig. The crew took to the boats 
and lay by the vessel all night. 
Several of the orew were badly frostbitten. 
Tuesday morning many of them went on board 
the brig, but were unable to work ber, she having 
seven feet of water in the hold, and they re- 
turned to their boat. The Peroy arrived when 
the crew Were alm ost exhausted, having had no 
tood for 48 hours. The Peroy teok the brig in 
tow, but was unable to hold her and was com- 
pelled tolet her go adrift. She was a good vea- 
sel of 406 tons. She was built at Millbridge in 
1873, and was recently rebuilt at Boston, she 
was owned by Darrah & Elwell of Philadephia, 
her hatling port. 


THE LONE HIGHWAYHAN. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 28.—A detective in 
the employ of Wells, Fargo & Co. is authority 
for the statement that the recent series of staga 
robberies in Western California were the work 
ef Black Bart, the famous lone highwayman, 
who robbed 30 stages in this State before he 
was finally captured five years ago and sent to 
San Quentia. Bart, whoso real name is Bolles, 


came from Missouri, and began his robberiés in 
1870, and for 13 years he completely mystitied 
the police. His system was to watch stage 
coaches with powerful field glasses, and when 
he found that no armed guard was on the stage 
he would mask bLimself and hold up the stage 
without regard to the number of passengers on 
board. Hereguiarly returned the meney and 
valuables to the female passengers, and it was 
his eustom to leave doggerel verses on broken 
express boxes making game of the detectives. 
He was finally caught in San Francisco, and 
sent up for seven years. The detective learned 
that Kart after his release last January went to 
Visitia, in Kern County, and rogistered as 
Moore. When the stage was robbed near Read- 
ing last July the detective suspected Bart and 
investigated, He found all the familiar methods 
naed by the lone highwayman, and since then 
three ether stages have beeu robbed in neigh- 
boring counties, all by the same skillful hand. 
Descriptions of the masked highwayman, as 
well as his daring and skill, correspond with 
Bart. Detectives have hopes of soon catching 
hima, but the prospect is dnubious,as he has 
eluded them before for more than 10 years,

** Pledges,” hesays, *‘don’t count; it’s votes 
that tell the tale, and I have got them.” If 
this were true it would be a grievous mis- 
fortune for the people of this State. But it 
is not true. It could not be true unless the 
personal and political influences behind 
HUsTeD were potent enough to compel 
abont fifty members of the Assembly to be 
guilty of the double perfidy of breaking 
their word given to Mr. CoLe and his 
friends and of betraying the interests of 
the voters whe elected them, for a vote for 
po unworthy a candidate as HUSTED would 
clearly be such a betrayal. Assemblyman 
CrossBy states that forty-five members 
have already pledged themselves to vote in 
the caucus for the nomination of FREMONT 
Coug, and this assures him the Speakership. 
Hiusrep has less than a dozen members on 
whoseisupport he can count, and of those 
whose’ preference is not yet announced, 
pevetal are reasonably certain to come out 
for CoLr. The contest, so far as it is a con- 
test, could not well have any other result 
than the one thus foreshadowed unless the 
representatives of the Republican Party 
in the Assembly were willing to put aside 
Mr. CoLz, who has shown himself to be an 
able, conscientious, and upright Speaker, 
for so very slippery a custemer as his 
opponent. 





On the much-discussed question of the 
negro vote in the South the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, the leading Republican organ of 
its section, has some very sensible views. 
Jt says that ‘‘ while the |Republican] party 
will accept all the votes which the negro 
gives, it believes that his own interests, as 
well as the interests of the party, the 
South. and the country, demand that the 
negro vote be divided between the Repub- 
licans and the Democrais. A division of 
the blacks would be followed by a division 
of the whites, a new and rational align- 
ment of parties in the South would take 
place, and the negro would freely obtain all 
the political privileges conferred upon him 
by the laws.” ‘This is the policy THE 
TIMES urged the Republican

to urge since. We held, indeed, that the 
division of the white vote should have been 
sought first, because it was practicable, 
while the division of the black vote at that 
time was not. This plan was opposed and 
defeated by such eminent Republicans as 
BENJAMIN F. Butrrier, who denounced it 
as ‘“‘copperheadism” and ‘sympathy with 
the rebellion.” But had it been adopted 
there would have ceased to be a “ Southern 
question” years ago, and a great many 
greedy knaves would have been unable to 
dine their stomachs at the expense of the 
Republican Party.

that purpose or to get the votes that are 
expected, or disposes of it to suit his own 
ends or to help the enemy, or accepts money 
from the enemy also, his party treachery 
is what excites wrath. There seems to bo 
no sense of degradation in the use of money 
to buy votes if they are secured for the 
party that furnishes the money. How 
much righteous condemnation of DUDLEY’s 
scheme for buying ‘‘ floaters” or ot the use 
by QuAY of money for the simple pur- 
chase of any vote that was purchasable 
has anybody heard from the party of 
Quay and Duprey? In fact the gen- 
eral public sentiment on the subject of 
political corruption appears to have been 
greatly benumbed by long familiarity with 
practices that ought to excite indignation 
and disgust, hut do not, exceptin asmall 
class who still cherish a moral sense in re- 
gard to politics. 








There is a refreshing simplicity in the re- 
mark of the New-Bedford Mereury that if 
the Republican Party devote itself to the 
retorms of temperance and the ballot ‘it 
must be prepared to accept defeat, for 
neither cause is to be won without a long 
and bitter struggle, in which the right side 
will suffer many reverses.” The ‘devo- 
tion” of the Republican Party to these two 
reforms has just resulted in giving it the 
Presidency through bribery and the trading 
of votes, mostly furnished by the saloons, 
and which would have been impossible under 
a ballot reform law; it has at the same time 
elected as Governor of New-York the man 
who vetoed both the High License bill and 
the Ballot Reform bill, and it has bought 
the Electoral votes of Indiana in accord- 
ance with the corrupt plan of DUDLEY, that 
never could have been carried out with a 
really secret ballot. These are the only sort 
of canon ete that the party is likely to 
encoulter from its devotion to either or 
both of these much-needed reforms. 








Yale has so thoroughly shown her superi- 
ority in boating as well ason the football 
field for the past few vears that the possi- 
bility of her representing American college 
oarsmanship next year against Cambridge 
or Oxford or both must inspire confidence. 
The former venture of Harvard for a like 
purpose was plucky but disastrous. She 
encountered an exceptionally good Ox- 
ford crew that year, and evidently had not 
mastered the difficulties of the Putney-to- 
Mortlake course as well as her competitor. 
Over that course, nevertheless, the Yale 
contest. would probably take place, as may 
be judged from the unsuccessful efforts of 
Harvard tohave her race take place on 
some English lake. Columbia achieved a 
great triumphin England withthe champion 
crew that had won at Saratoga, and 1t dees 
not seem unlikely that had last year’s Yale 
crew crossed the ocean it would have rewed 
to victory there. Still there are good years 
and bad years for rowing at New-Haven as 
at Cambridge and Oxford, so that what 
could be done with the next crew isa mat- 
ter of uncertainty as yet. Should the blue 
of Yale really be pitted next year against 
the light blue and dark blue of the English 
universities it would carry with it the good 
wishes of American collegians and the 
American public. 








THE TARIFF PUZZLE. 

Mr. ALLISON has declared that the Senate 
will take up its Tariff bill in earnest this 
session and try to put it into a shape that 
will command the consideration, if not the 
approval, of the House. The Nebraska 
Senators have given expression to like 
views, only stronger. Our Washington dis- 
patches yesterday stated that the Senate 
would give a good deal of -time to the bill 
during the short session, but that many 
changes would be proposed both by its 
friends and its opponents. We do not be- 
lieve that the bill will be passed by the 
Senate. Welook to see a certain amount 
of discussion over its provisions, and this 
willserve to bring out the policy of the 
majority and their interpretation of the re- 
cent elections. That will, of course, be in- 
teresting, and will have a certain value. 
But we are confident that the nearer the 
Republicans come to the task of definite 
legislation the more hopelessly unable they 
will be to cope with it. This is plain from . 
the utterances of the New-York Trib- 
une, which, on Monday, thus ‘char- 
acterized the “Senate substitute”: 
“Its chief defect is that being prepared 
for publication before the election, and at 
a time when the extent of popular support 
of the protective principle was not known, 
it failed at some points to retain or to raise 
where retention or raising would be wise.” 
To make the meaning of this comment more 
plain the Tribune cited the duty on tin 
plates, which, it thinks, should be increased 
at least by the amount of the duty now im- 
posed on the metal from which the plates 
are made. The present duty on tin plates 
is 1 cent per pound, equivalent to about 34 
per cent. We import over 570,000,000 
pounds yearly, and pay $5,700,000 in duty. 
The duty on ‘“tagger’s iron,” from which 
the plates are made, is 30 per cent. and one- 
quarter cent per pound. If this were added 
to theduty on tin plates it would make the 
duty 2.06 cents per pound, or 69 per cent.. 
That is the Zribune’s idea of the way in 
which the Senate bill should be amended. 

Yet in all conscience it would seem that 
that bill went far enough in giving in- 
creased advantages to interests already 
amply protected. Take the metal schedule 
only. Cotton ties and hay hoops are now 
taxed 35 per cent. ad valorem. The ma- 
terial of which they are made is taxed from 
39 per cent. to 47 per cent. The Senate 
bill taxes them 2-10 of a cent. more than 
the material, which would bring the duty 
up to over 50 per cent. We import over 
28,000,000 a year, and the added duty pro- 
posed by the Senate bill would impose an 
utterly unnecessary extra tax of $56,000 a 
year on the agricultural interests. Wire of 
iron or steel for fences is taxed now a little 
less than 41 per cent.; the Senate bill ad- 
vances it to nearly 48 per cent. at recent 
values; if by any chance the price 
should fall, the tax, being specific, 
would be even a higher percontage. If wire 
costs more than 10 cents per pound it is now 
admitted at 21, and $3 cents per pound, 





equivalent to from 11 to 14 per cent.; the 
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Senate bill makes it 45 per cent, Steel in- 
gots, blooms, rods, &c., valued at 1 cent 
per pound or less are now taxed 45 per 
cent.; the Senate bill taxes‘them five-tenths 
of acent per pound, equivalent to over 63 
per cent. We import over 600,000,000 
pounds a year, on which the added tax 
would be $870,000. Table knives aremow 
taxed 35 per cent.; the Senate. bill taxes 
them 30 per cent., and from 20 cents to $2 
per dozen. On knives worth $2 a dozen at 
wholesale, such as are used by the dear pro- 
tected workman, the Senate bill doubles 
the duty. On double-barreled breech-load- 
ing shotguns, sold at from $10 to $15 retail, 
and widely used in the country, the present 
duty is 35 per cent.; the Senate bill taxes 
them $10 each and 25 per cent., thus more 
than doubling their price to the purchaser, 
The same duty on the expensive guns of the 
amateur sportsman is a very slight advance 
or even a reduction. On all manufactures 
of metal not enumerated or provided for the 
duty is now 35 per cent. to 45 per cent.; 
the Senate bill taxes them allat 45 per cent., 
thus increasing by one-eighth, for in- 
stance, the tax on all plated ware unprovided 
for otherwise. 

This is a single schedule. There are addi- 
tional dutiesin several other schedules of 
the Senate bill equally important, to which 
we shall return as occasion requires. Those 
we have given in detail are enough, we 
should say, to prove the unconquerable 
greed of the favored capitalists who have 
obtained them and who are not even yet 
satisfied. It is ‘with such cormorants as 
these that the Republican Party in Con- 
gress will be obliged to deal, not only at 
this session of Congress, but in the next 
Congress. When it is remembered that 
these demands come from the men who 
gave the money to purchase the Presidency 
and the majority in Congress, we think it 
will be plain that we wereright in saying 
that the party is hopelessly incapable of 
dealing with the revision of the tariff. 








THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 

It is pretty clear that sooner or later the 
Government of the United States will have 
to make some provision for the regulation 
of railroad charges, at least where com- 
merce between States is liable to disturb- 
ance and derangement through the compe- 
tition of different lines for the same traffic. 
It is important to the business public as 
well as to investors in railroad securities 
that transportation charges should be main- 
tained with reasonable uniformity and sta- 
bility, and it is pretty clearly demonstrated 
that this cannot be done, or at least that it 
will not be done, by the railroad companies 
themselves. Where several lines are com- 
peting for the same business, as for in- 
stance in the case of the trunk lines which 
connect the Atlantic ports with the lake 
ports, the only means any one of them has 
for increasing its share is by a reduction of 
charges. Thatis sure to lead its rivals to 
make corresponding reductions, and the 
scramble to obtain or maintain a share in 
the business will produce an utter demoral- 
ization of rates. If the struggle is un- 
checked it cannot fail to be destructive to 
the railroad interests and injurious to the 
large class of investors who have no influ- 
ence in the control and management of the 
roads. 

It is not only bad for railroads and for 
investors in their securities, but it is bad 
for all kinds of business which depend 
largely upon transportation. It is impor- 
tant that the cost of transportation should 
be a reasonably stable factor in business 
calculations. It ought not to be one thing 
this week and another next, and nobody 
knows what a month hence. Nor ought the 
cost to be materially different by different 
routes between the same points. Existing 
laws have been framed largely with a view 
to preventing discriminations, The same 
company is forbidden to charge one rate to 
one person and a different one to another 
for substantially the same service, but the 
practical evil is not less when the different 
charges are made by different companies, 
the ;service still being substantially the 
same. But the discrimination produced by 
one company’s charging one rate and an- 
other a different rate for the same service is 
in one sense worse than discriminations 
made by the same company between its 
customers, for it cannot even be made a 
matter of understanding or agreement. It 
is not to be counted upon in any way, but 
is liable to be here to-day and there to- 
morrow, to work in the shipper’s favor one 
day and against him the next. 


The desirability on every account of 
maintaining substantially uniform and 
stable rates, such as shall be fairly remu- 
nerative to the railroads and reasonable to 
the public, in a field where several lines un- 
der different ownership and management 
are engaged in the same traffic, must be 
acknowledged. It has been sufficiently 
proved that such rates cannot be main- 
tained by mere understanding or agreement 
between the rival companies. The diffi- 
culty is that the different lines 
afford varied facilities, advantages, 
and attractions to shippers, and if 
rates are simply made the same for 
all, there would be no distribution of 
the traffic which the managers would re- 
gard as equitable. Whatever the abstract 
justice of letting it distribute itself may be, 
the managers who were losing by it could 
not be held to the agreement as to rates, 
but wouldseek to control the distribution by 
cutting. The only means that has been 
devised for giving strength to such agree- 
ments is either differential rates or a pool- 
ing of the traffic. That is, the weaker lines 
must be permitted a certain reduction from 
the standard rates so as to attract their fair 
share of traffic, or the traffic itself, or else 
the receipts from it, must be apportioned 
among the companies according to agreed 
percentages. This plan has never been suc- 
cessful for any length of time and now it is 
prohibited by law. It is open to very seri- 
ous objections, and the prohibition of pool- 
ing is not likely to be repealed. 

The real cause of complaint against Con- 
gress is not that it has prohibited pooling, 
but that it has made no provision to take 
its place for the regulation of railroad 
charges where competition is destructive 
and where private combination to prevent 
it is both ineffective and opposed to publio 
policy. Some affirmative provision is re- 
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quired for the regulation of railroad Yates 
between competing lines on a just and 
equitable basis, and for their steady main- 
tenance through the enforcement of legal 
authority. It is only by means of schedules 
subject to tho approval of some public au- 
thority and capable of being enforced by 
the same authority, that the desired result 
can be attained. To devise a practicable 
plan for the solution of the problem isa 
work for statesmanskip. 








THE ARMY OF TO-DAY. 

The current report of Major-Gen. ScHo- 
FIELD and Adjt.-Gen. DRuM and the vari- 
ous commanders of divisions and | de- 
partments and heads of staff bureaus and 
corps suggest that our regular army has 
now arrived at a stage where careful 
revision and reorganization as a military 
peace establishment would be practicable 
and useful. After the civil war came a 
period of reduction which was somewhat 
experimental; and for many years the army 
was rather a heterogeneous body, while the 
numerous small posts that had to be gar- 
risoned, the use of the troops in the recon- 
struction processes, and the custom of em- 
ploying them where State militia or the 
Sheriff’s posse was the proper executive 
force created difficulties. Then the lower 
house of Congress for many years made a 
specialty of hampering the army and cut- 
ting down needed appropriations, so that 
even its routine supply bills became the 
subjects of partisan wrangle. Next, under 
the Administration of President HAYEs, 
camo an extraordinary outbreak of Indian 
wars in many quarters; and the trouble 
was aggravated by violent controversies 
between the Interior Department and army 
officers over the treatment of the red men, 

A contrast is now apparent in all these 
respects. There is now no struggling for 
appointments to Second Lieutenancies, since 
these are all absorbed by the graduates of 
the Military Academy and by promoted 
Sergeants and Corporals. What not long 
ago was ‘‘the frontier’ has in great meas- 
ure disappeared with the spread of settle- 
ments; and although the Apache war and 
the still more recent Crow disturbances 
show that Indian hostilities are likely to 
break out from time to time, they will 
doubtless be exceedingly rare, while 
the extension of railroads makes it 
easy promptly to cope with them. The 
Indian Bureau now acts habitually in har- 
mony with the army, and Congress, by its 
creation of a retired list for the enlisted 
men, its liberal provision of extra duty 
pay and many other legislative acts, indi- 
cates that it is about ready to take the 
army back into its favor, as it has already 
taken the navy. 

Looking at the future, the policy would 
seem to be that of abandoning many small 
posts no longer needed for local protection, 
and concentrating the army into a compar- 
atively few large garrisons. These, located 
near Indian reservations, along the sea- 
board, Canadian and Mexican frontiers, 
near commercial centres, and in general at 
strategic points, would rely on railroads for 
rapid transfer on a call for them, They 
would be able, by more commodious bar- 
racks and surroundings to make the sol- 
dier’s life healthier and happier. The cur- 
rent reports call for better systems of 
cooking, better adaptation of the ration 
and of clothing to climate, more attention 
to drainage, ventilation, and so on in bar- 
racks and quarters, a more uniform and 
just code of punishments, and simpler courts 
for minor offences. 

Military training and instruction are also 
to be marked features of the future. The 
Artillery School at Fort Monroe, the En- 
ginser Torpedo School,at Willet’s Point, 
ant the Infantry and Cavalry Schools at 
Fort Leavenworth and Fort Riley supple- 
ment the one at West Point, while much at- 
tention was paid to practice marches and 
manceuvres during the last year and to the 
minor operations of war in camps of in- 
struction. Rifle practice has no need of 
further stimulus, but there isa want of a 
small-calibre magazine rifle to replace the 
single loader. The artillery are beginning 
to revive practice with the heavy guns, 
and now that Congress has broken the ice 
in preparing for coast defense, probably lib- 
eral appropriations will annually follow 
for this purpose. We shall have modern 
guns of large calibre for our forts in abun- 
dance, and the emplacements for these will 
call for new fotts. That in turn will lead 
to an increase in the artillery forces to 
manthem. Possibly the infantry may first 
get an addition in order to give it the three- 
battalion formation, but in any case some 


increase of the artillery must eventually 
come. 


NEW STATES AND POLITICS. 

The question whether a Territory is en- 
titled to admission as a State ought of 
course to be decided without reference to 
the political opinions or affiliations of its 
inhabitants. Butit is equally a matter of 
course that it will not beso decided while 
human nature and American politics re- 
main what they are. The inequality of 
size and population among the original 
States was a misfortune. It was abso- 
lutely necessary, however, to pre- 
serve it and to embody it in the 
Constitution in order to obtain the assent 
of the smaller States to that instrument. 
It is now a partof the fundamental law, 
and however we may grumble at the dis- 
proportionate political influence of Rhode 
Island and Delaware nobody imagines that 
it will ever be lessened while the form of 
our Government continues. 

But while it was not possible to make a 
Constitution at all without making this 
concession, there is no reason why the con- 
cession should be made in future, or why we 
should not steadily raise the standard of 
population required to form a new State so 
that every new State shall have more rep- 
resentatives in the lower house than in the 
upper. That is to say no State should be 
admitted untilitis entitled to send three 
members of the Houseto Washington. This 
being a minimum of what ought to be re- 
quired, in order to save the rights of older 
and more populous States, it is a matter of 
common prudence to make sure that the 
prosperity of the Territory is established 
on a solid basis. We have made ono 
very serious mistake, and that was in 
the adinicsion of Nevada, with is as iimiy 











settled in the constitutional right to send 


two Senators to Washington as is Delaware 
or Rhode Island, Nevada has been a State 
for almost a quarter of a century. It sent 
one member of Congress to Washington be- 
fore the war was over, and it sends one 
now, although its population is not now 
half large enough to entitle itto representa- 
tion. It is an outrage’ that such a com- 
munity, less important than any one of a 
dozen towns in New-York or Pennsylvania, 
Ohio or I]inois, should be of as much con- 
sequence as any one of these Statesin the 
Senate, and should have the right to cast 
three Electoral votes. 

Dakota is, of course, on an entirely dif- 
ferent footing. Nevada has no source of 
wealth except its mining, which is already 
near exhaustion, while the agricultural re- 
sources of Dakota already support a con- 
siderable population, and when they are 
completely developed will support a vast 
population. Moreover, the character of 
the industries is reflected in the character 
of the population. The qnality of the ad- 
venturers of Nevada when the State was 
admitted was not more impressive than 
their numbers, while the farmers of Dakota 
constitute the best possible material for 
citizenship, and if the Territory were now 
to be admitted as one State, it would at 
once become almost as much a source of 
strength and credit to the Union as is Min- 
nesota. If the condition we have suggested 
were insisted on—that the representatives 
to which every new State isentitled in virtue 
of its population must outnumber the Sen- 
ators to which it is entitled in virtue of its 
admission—Dakota would already be far 
more than entitled to admission as one 
State, and it is but very little short of the 
requirement.for two. In fact South Dakota 
has already passed this limit, and there is 
no reason, except the ignoble one of politics, 
why it should any longer be excluded. 
NeitherMontana nor Washington has as yet 
reached this population nor is either in- 
creasing so rapidly in numbers as is Da- 
kota. There is, of course, no hardship in 
the Territorial condition, and the local pride 
of inhabitants of tne Territories ought to be 
subordinated to the just demand of the 
Nation and of the older States that before 
admission to Statehood the claim of acom- 
munity shall be unquestionable. 

The Democrats in the House have now a 
very good opportunity to establish a prece- 
dent of great value to the country. There 
is a small partisan advantage to be got, 
perhaps, by postponing the admission of 
South Dakota. But in any case the post- 
ponementcan be but for a few months, and 
the advantage is very trivial. If at the 
next session South Dakota, under a better 
name, were admitted by Democratic votes, 
although it will be a Republican State, 
upon the indisputable ground that it is en- 
titled to admission, the party in opposition, 
whichever it might be, would afterward be 
able to oppose with great force the admis- 
sion of any community not really ripe for 
Statehood. 











The report made by the Life-Saving 
Service of its work during the last fiscal 
year is specially gratifying at this time, 
when the Winter’s storms have set in with 
great fury and already with the infliction 
of great loss. In almost every detail the 
service seems to have made a gain, and the 
sum of the assistance rendered to vessels in 
peril since its establishment in 1871 makes 
a@ very telling exhibit, both on the hu- 
mane and the simply commercial side. 
One of the improvements which has lately 
been tried successfully throughout the 
New-Jersey coast, from Sandy Hook to 
Cape May, and which, during the pres- 
ent Winter, is to be applied, we be- 
lieve, to the Long Island shore, from 
Coney Island to Montauk Point, is the con- 
nection of life-saving stations by telephone, 
which is much better than reliance onthe 
signal code. Congress will do well to ex- 
tend this service by such wise appropria- 
tions as will directly contribute to its 
efficiency in the saving of life and property. 











The employing brewers deserve the 
thanks of the community for the coura- 
geous and successful stand they have taken 
against the tyranny of the Knights of La- 
bor. They have advantages, no doubt, for 
such a purpose which other trades do not 
possess; but their main advantage is that 
they remain faithful to each other and to 
the interests of the trade. Their last suc- 
cess has been in forcing the men in their 
employ to agree not to contribute of 
their wages to an attempt to injure 
their employers by boycotting. It is clearly 
within their rights to insist that the wages 
they pay shall not be used in unlawful 
operations against themselves, Even if 
the men have made false pledges the power 
of their combination for oppression is very 
much impaired by the fact that the pledges 
have been given, In fact, the boycott isa 
much less terrible weapon than it appeared 
to be a year or two ago. Any device that 
tends so distinctly to anarchy and savagery 
issore to react upon those who putit in 
operation, and the boycotting brewers are 
probably now aware that they would be 
better off if they had not undertaken to 
coerce their employers by unlawful means 
into unjust concessions. 











MRS. SHERIDAN’S PENSION. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 28.—The widow of 
Gen. Philip H. Sheridan is entitled under the 
general pension laws to a pension of $30jJa 
menth, her husband having died while an officer 
in the United States Army. The final papers in 
the case were signed at the Pension Office to- 
day, and Mrs. Sheridan’s name was added te the 
rolls. The bili aiving Mrs. Sheridan a pension 
of $3,500 a year will be called up in the House 
of Representatives during the coming session, 
having passed the Senate late in the last session, 
Should it become a law, as is likely to be the 
case, Mrs. Sheridan will give up the pension 
allowed her to-day, as no person is permitted to 
draw more than one pension.

The miil 
will manufacture a grade of cloth for which 
there 1s a0 greuter demand now than thers has 
been at any time, while woo], the raw material, 
is certainly higher than the average for several 
months.

OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES. 

Boston, Nov. 28.—The cornerstone of the 
new Boston Public Library Building, in Copley- 
square, was laid to-day with due ceremony and 
literary flavor. Very sensibly, the preliminary 
exercises were held in the new Old South 
Church directly opposite the site ot the proposed 
structure. Of these exercises the literary feat- 
ure was the dedicatory poem by Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, read by the “Autocrat” himself.

HE PASSES MOURE 1N THE 

SIX DAYS’ RACH. 

(LITTLEWOOD RAPIDLY FORGING AHEAD 
AND BETS ARE NOW EVEN THAT HE 


WILL WIN THE RACE.

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Those men with scores of 300 miles or over at 
1 o'clock were Herty, 332; Moore, 329; Little- 
wood, 32173; Cartwright, 315; Golden, 301%3;

The walkers kept plodding all day long at the 
Madison-Square Garden yesterday, but they 
tramped before a comparatively small number 
of spectators during theday. Rather lugubrious 
music cheered the 18 “tramps” at iatervals 
until evening brought the largest attendance 
8ince the opening. The sporting frateraity had 
agreed aimost uuanimousiy that the record was 
to be broken and the race w hot one, Moore hav- 
ing got to the frout, and this brought the thou- 
Gands to the Garden to judge for themselves. 
There was a large sprinkling of people evident- 
ly strangers both to waiking matches and to 
New-York, ant to these was added a host of 
ciub mev and men about town who dropped in 
after the theatres closed. The presenuce of so 
Inany countrymen means a throng at the Gar- 
den to-day. . 

Moore led the proeession when Wednesday 
came into being with 240 miles to his eredit, 
which was 2 miles better than was Albert's 
record for the same time. Cartwright, Herty, 
Golden, Littlewood, Howarth, and Day followed 
him in the ordernamed. Cartwright and Moore 
teok some rest before the firss quarter pole of 
the day’s work was reached at 6 A. M., the 
order of the leaders then being Moore, Herty, 
Howarth, Littlewood, and Cartwright. Of the 
lot Howarth was dving the best work, Cart- 
wright being inelined to shirk, aud Moore work- 
ing on @ schedule justas Albertdid in bis record- 
making tramp. Gviden hada long rest in the 
early morning, Day came out refreshed at day- 
ligat, and the unique ** Old Sport” appeared as 
frisky asakitien. The lotracved on doggedly, 
and at neon yesterday, 60 bours from the time 
of the peginning of the race, seven men had 
passed the 250-mile station. These were Moore, 
with 286 miles to his credit; Herty, with 8 
miles iess; Littlewood, Howarth, Cartwrighi, 
Day, and Golden. 

The afvernoon passed with no particularly ex-

Herty was pogyilg away In remark- 
able style, fer he knew, us did every one else in 
the Garden, that the leader in the race, Moore, 
was in physical troubles ef se serious a Glar- 
acter that be had gent for John Fraser, who has 
been a famous trainer in bis time. Fraser 
was a sort of last resort to put Moore 
“on his pips” once more. Fraser ‘came 
early in the atternoon and at once 
Yovk charge of the sufferer, applying heroio 
metheds te bring the leader back to form. 
Moore suffered considerably, however, and had 
to take frequent rests, while Herty kept gain- 
ing on him, the Irish boy from Boston taking 
but tworests of 10 minutes each between 9 in 
the morning and 9 in the evening.

AMUSEMENTS. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 


The season of grand opera in German at 
the Metropolitan Opera House was begun last 
evening with a performance of Meyerbeer’s 
“Huguenots.” Indications of a wide and deep 
public interest in the event were not lacking. 
One of the largest and most brilliant audiences 
that has ever gathered in the building was as- 
sembled. There were two or three stockholders’ 
boxes empty, but it was known that sickness 
or mourning prevented their occupants from 
being present. All the other boxes were filled 
with those who toil not, neither do they spin, 
but who eclipse the proverbial Solomon in all 
his glory in their costumes. The other parts 
of the house were completely crowd- 
ed with a mass of people who not 
only filled every seat, but packed all the availa- 
ble standing room. These people were bent on 
hearing the new singers who made themselves 
known last night, and they showed their Waz- 
nerlan training In the art of listening to opera 
by promptly hissing down some unusually loud 
conversation during a fiute solo, which was ap- 
plauded warmly. A performance of Meyerbeer’s 
masterpiece does not call fer much comment on 
the nature of the music, The work ig as 
familiar as anything in the well-worn répertoire 
of the Italian stage can be, and its merits and 
defects have been decided upon _ pretty 
thoroughly. While there is a great deal of 
musical rubbish in ‘*Les Huguenots,” there 


is not a little that is dramatic in spirit aud 
originalin thematio ideas. It 18 certainly an 
opera in which the vocal powers of a company 
may be put to the test, and it was doubtless 
choseu to be the initial work of the seasun for 
the purpose of showing the public what the 
new-comers could de Only one of the old 
tamiliar faces was seen last night—that of Herr 
Emil Fischer, who received a warm and long- 
continued welcome on his first entrance. The 
other singers were greeted with that cour- 
tesy common to American audiences, who 
are always willing to advance a _ little 
applause en credit, even if the account has to 
be closed after the first number. Of the vocal- 
ists who were made known last night the most 
valuable acquisition is undoubtedly Herr Julius 
Perotti, tenor. He is a man of tali, well-pro- 
portioned figure, pleasant countenance, and 
manly bearing. His voice is a true tenor, some- 
what heavier in the lower register than the 
ordinary tenor of the Italian stage, put of large 
volume, good compass, and agreeable quality. 
His upper notes, which he haa ample op- 
portunity to exhibit in the réle ef Raoul, 
are full, mellow, ana’ strong, and he 
appeared to be able to produce a good B with- 
out unpleasant effort. His method is Italian, 
and his delivery is at times marred by an ex- 
cessive use of the vibrato. t other times his 
vocalization is indistinct, and last night he 
made no use of those pretty mezzo voce effects 
which make lovers of Italian opera happy and 
Germanists miserable. He sang his declaumatory 
passages, however, with ringing tones and an 
abundance of spirit. He uisplayed no especially 
fine qualities as an actor, but he did not oifend by 
over-demonstrativeness por ungracefulness, 
Altogether he rong an agreeable impression, 
and wili doubtless prove to be a very useful 
singer. The audience treated him with much 
kindness and bestowed upon him aliberalameunt 
of hearty applause. Frau Morap-Olden was the 
Valentine. This lady possesses an extraordina- 
rily powerful and rich soprano voice of good 
compass and of fairlyeven quality throughout, 
the highest notes alone being a trifle thin and stri- 
dent. Her attack was extremely uncertain and 
she employed the portamento effect to such a 
degree that it frequently earried her considera- 
bly away frem tbe pitch. She sang with great 
earnestness, however, and when the oppor- 
tunity was offered revealed no small facility and 
certainty in the execution of ornamental 
passages. Friulein Felicie Koschoska, an- 
other new-comer, was the Urban. She 
revealed ‘a light soprano voice of 
very pleasant quality and a very good 
style of vocalization. Her singing of the area 
known in the Italian version as * Nobil Signor,” 
was one of the most finished pieees of singing 
in the evening’s performance. Our old ac- 
quaintance of the consulship of Maplesop, Alma 
Fohstrém, was the Marguerite de Valois. Her 
singing will be well remembered by frequenters 
ot the Academy wher it was of music in fact as 
well as in name. She sings with the same 
merits and the same defects as of yore, and it 
cannot be justly said that sheis a valuable 
acquisition to the Opera House. Herr Alois 
Grisauer, a new baritone, appeared as the 
Count De Nevers. This gentleman’s voice has 
evidently outlived the most brilliant period of 
its usefulness. It is dry and without resonance, 
and, especially in its upper register, is cloudy 
and uneertain. He sang with very little spirit 
and acted with still less, and it can only be said 
ot him that unless he reveals himself in a 
more favorable light in the future he 
has a very small prospeet of beeoming a 
favorite in New-York. Herr Ludwig MOdlinger, 
as 8t. Bris, did not greatly distinguish himself. 
His voice is of tolerably good quality, but his 
intonation last eveming was very inaccurate 
and bis delivery devoid of dramaticforce. Herr 
Fischer was not in the best of voice, but he 
sang the musio of Maxel with hia customary 
artistic method and convincing sincerity, 
while he acted the part with his unfailing 
earnestness and good judgment. The chorus 
was large and senorous, but it was aftiicted 
with that unhappy tendency to depart ffom the 
key which will overcome choruses at times in 
the best-regulated opera houses. The ballet, led 
by Mlte. Etienne Vergé, was exhibited and 
proved to be all that the veterans of the front 
rows could desire in numbers, shapeliness, and 
agility. The opera was mounted well, 
the costumes being exceedingly showy 
and effective. The scenery was good and 
the details of the stage setting and 
properties displayed the customary generosity 
of the house. The orchestra was admirable in 
every respeet, and Herr Anton Seidl conducted 
with a conscientious care that might not have 
been expected from so faithful a follower of 
Wagner. To-morrow evening ‘‘ Lohengrin” will 
be performed. Some more new singers will ap- 
pear, together with Herr Alvary as_ the Knight, 
and Mr. Walter Damrosch will ewnduct.

CHICKERING HALL. 

The fourth and last of Mr. Frank Van der 
Stucken’s classical concerts toek place yester- 
day afterneon at Chickering Hall. The audi- 
ence was the Jargest that has attended any 
musical entertainment in the building since 
Herr Seidl’s first eoncert last season, and by its 
presence testificd to the wide appreciation of 
Mr. Van der Stucken’s worth as a musieian. 
The programme was certainly not classical, be- 
ing made up entirely of works by the romantio 
school of composers, but the selections were 
interesting. The soloists of the day 
were Victor Herbert, violoncellist; Mme. 
Julie Rivé-King, pianist, and Mrs. Marie 
Gramm, vocalist. Mr. Herbert played 
Techaikowsky’s ‘Variations sur un théme 
rococe.” This composition consists chiefly 
of cantabile writing, and is therefere eminently 
suited to Mr. Herbert’s style. He played with 
abundant tone and with general intelligence. 
His harmonics were especially agreeable in 


their elear, bell: like quality. Mme. Rivé-King 
perfermed Saint-Saéos’s piano concerto inG 
iinor, @ work so full of strength and good writ- 
ing thatone longs to hearit more frequently. 
The lady who played it yesterday afternoon 
possesses a aufiicient amount of technique to 
overcome the difficulties of the composition 
with facility and to impart brilliancy to its 
more elaborate passages. Some of her octave 
playing was admirable in its rapidity, streneth, 
and certainty. Her work, however, was sadly 
deficient in variety of tone color, in 
grace or poetry of sentiment, and in 
those Gelicate. nuances which contribute to 
the vitality of piano playing. Mrs. Marie 
Gramm bas a voice of good quality, but she 
seems to suffer from shortness of breath. She 
sang one of Chopin’s lovely Polish songs, 
Grieg’s “Song of Hope,” and Robert Franz’s 
*“*As the Hour Drew Nigh,” and * Hunting 
Soug.” The orchestral numbers of the concert 
were the overture to *“ Tannhduser,’” Berlioz’s 
“King Lear’ overture, a Hungarian dance by 
Brahms, and a Slavonic dance by Dvorgk. 
There was plenty of spirit but got much refine- 
ment in the work of the orchestra.

A PERSISTENT INOENDIARY. 


HE EINDLES THREE FIRES IN A TENE- 
MENT ROW WITHIN THREE WEEKS. 


During the past three weeks the numer- 
ous tenants occupying the four tenement houses 
running from 1,002 to 1,008 Avenue A have 
been in a constant terror owing to the occur- 
rence of two incendiary fires in one of the 
housea, Yesterday afternoon another suspi- 
cious fire occurred in the same house. The 
buildings are five story structures, adapted for 
two families on each floor, and the apartments 
are all occupied, so there are 40 families in the 
four houses. ‘he pullaings are owned by Stitz 
and Henzel, 

The first fire, which ocourred about three 
weeks ago, was discovered early inthe after- 
noon at the bettom of the dumb waiter shaft 
which runs from the cellar tothe roof, with 
openings on each floor. The flames were svon 
put out, and then it was discovered that the 
dumb waiter had been saturated with kerosene 
oil andat the bottom of the shaft was found a 
quantity of oily waste. There was a 
great deal of excitement when the fire was 
discovered, but no one was injured. 
Searcely had the excitement occasioned 
by this fire subsided when a week 
later another fire was discovered in the céllar 
of 1,002, in close proximity to the dumb waiter 
shaft. In the cellar two old mattresses were 
found blazing, and one of the tenants succeeded 
in carrying these out into the street. After the 
tlames were extinguished it was found that the 
mattresses had been thorougbly saturated with 
kerosene oil. Oil had also been poured on the 
dumb waiter and the hoisting ropes were also 
saturated with kerosene. The woodwork of the 
shaft was badly charred. When the frightened 
womon in the house attempted to gain the roof 
they found that the ladder leading te the scuttle 
bad been removed, and the fire escapes were 
biocked so as to make aceess to them difficult. 

Nething further occurred until yesterday 
afternoon, when another fire was discovered in 
the dumb waiter shaft of 1,002. The tire was 
extinguished before any material damage had 
been done, but the tenants were in a state bor- 
dering on desperation. Tho last person 1a the cel- 
lar previous to the discovery of the fire, 
it was learned, was James Printey, 
who with his wife and two daughters lived in 
apartments on the top floor of the house. He 
was arrested on suspicien, but later in theeven- 
ing Fire Marsbal Frask madean examination 
and found that the fire yesterday afternoon had 
not been kindled in the cellar, but from the sec- 
ond floor. It was evident that the incendiary, 
unable to gain aceess to the cellar, had poured 
oil down the shaft from the secend floor and had 
then thrown some burning material down the 
shaft. On the landing on the second floor near 
the dumb waiter opening were some oily rags 
and an old apron saturated with kerosene. 
Drops of oil were also found on the oil cloth in 
the hallway and also on the outside of the 
casing of the dumb waiter. The Fire Marehal 
is satisfied that Printey is innocent, and wili 
have him released to-day. One of the other 
tenants is under suspicion. and is being closely 
watched. 


LOOKS LIKE YELLOW FEVER. 


THE CASE OF AN ITALIAN JUST ARRIVED 
FROM JACKSONVILLE. 

A case that looked suspiciously like yel- 
low fever was reported to the Elizabeth-street 
police station at 6 o’elock last night. The pa- 
tient was Rafael Velana, an Italian, who ar- 
rived from Jacksonville, Fla, yesterday 
morning, with his wife and two chiJdren, and 
went immediately to his brother's apartments, 
on the second floor of 76 Mulberry-street. 


By 3 o’clock in the afternoon he complained 
ot feeling sick, and as he had already been 
treated for yellow fever before leaving Jack- 
senville he became alarmed, and asked fora 
physician. His brother called Dr. George E. 
Wilson of 38 Market-street. At 6 o’cleck, 
when the physicion arrived, he unhesitatingly 
pronounced it a case of yellow fever, and re- 
ported it to the Elizabeth-street station. The 
Board of Health was duly notified, and at 
8:30 Velana was removed to the Riverside Hos- 
pital for observation. Dr. Wilson said after- 
ward that, while the symptems seemed to be 
those of the early stages of yellow fever, and 
while the isolation of the patient was a 
wise precaution, hs should hesitate to give 
his diagnosis of the case for publication. The 
headache, peculiarly coated tongue, and mus- 
cular tenderness were all present, but a day’s 
developments would be necessary to determine 
positively the character of the disease. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson, who has charge of contag- 
ious diseases for the Board of Health, said at a 
late hour last, night that he could not say defi- 
nitely whether Velana’s was a case of yellow 
tever or not, but the symptoms iudicated that 
it was. The apartments oceupied by Velana at 
Muiberry-street were fumigated, the clothing 
was burned, and all the precautions usual in 
cases of known yellow fever were taken in order 
to avert the danger of contagion, small though 
it be, in this climate and seavon. Velana says 
he was in Jacksonville during the most fatal 
period of the epidemic, and he tells sad stories 
ot what he saw there.

CONVIOTED OF MURDER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 28.—Mrs. Sarah 
Jane Whiteling, who has been on trial before 
Judge Allison for several days, was convicted 
of murderin the first degree this afternoon. 
Mra. Whiteling killed her husband and two 
little children at intervals by slow poison to 
obtain a paltry life insurance of about $125 on 
each. The defense was insanity. It was 3:30 
when the jury retired te deliberate, and a re- 
cess was taken until 5 o’olock. At that time 
the big court room was lighted and every seat 


was filled with ourious spectaters. At 5:40 
o’clock the jury filed in and took their seats. A 
dead silence fell on the throng, and every neck 
was craned to see the 12 men who held Mrs. 
Whiteling’s fate in their hands. Every eye was 
direeted to the prisoner as she was led toe the 
prisoner’s dock and told toface the jury. In 
a loud clear voice the foreman was asked if 
they had found a verdict. 

“We have,” replied the foreman in a scarcely 
audible voice. 

“How say you. Do you find the prisoner, 
— 2 ane Whiteling, guilty of murder or not 
guilty %” 

* We find her cuilty of murder in the first de- 
gree,” replied the foreman in a low voice, 

As the words left his lips Mrs. Whiteling oov- 
ered her face with her handkerchief and buret 
into tears. Her counsel immediately moved for 
anew trial anda stay of judgment, and said 
that he would produce good reasons at the 
oreper time. Court then adjourned, and Mrs. 
Whiteling was taken to the van waiting in the 
courtyard below and conveyed to her cell in 
Moyamensing Prison. Mrs. Whiteling is a stout, 
widdle-aged, rather pleasant-faced woman. Dur- 
ing the trial she was dressed in deep mourning, 
and created a rather favorable impression on 
the spectators. Her husband was an invalid, 
and they were very poor. If she is hanged she 
will be the first woman ever executed in this 
county. 








THE SWITOHMEN’S STRIKE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 28. — The 
switchmen’s strike has assumed a new and 
threatening phase. The strikers held a secret 
conference last night with the engineers and 
firemen, at which a very strong sentiment favor- 
able to the switchmen was manifested. After 
prolonged discussion a decision was reached 
which the striking men hailed with pleasure. 
In aceording with the action of the meeting a 
committee, composed of representatives of 
the three brotherhoods, was appointed to call 


upon the ofiicers of the various roads to-day 
and request them to submit the matter at issue 
between them and the switchmen to arbitra- 
tion. This forenoon the committee called on 
several Superintendents and followed its in- 
structions. No threat accompanied the re- 
quest, and the officials were left to 
judge for themselves whether a_ refusal 
to heed it would lead to greater complications. 
The brakemen have been outspoken in their 
sympathy tor the switchmen ever since the 
strike began. On several occasions early in the 
trouble they refused to fill places vacated by 
the atrikers and were discharged. This action 
they took simply as individuals, but it is now 
understood that their brotbernood has passed 
on the question and oflicially instructed its 
members tu fill no places which the switch- 
men have abandoned, 





NAVY YARD THIEVES CAUGHT.

MES, GEN. W. T. SHERMAN DEAD. 


SUCCUMBING TO HEART DISEASE YES- 
TERDAY MORNING. 


Eleanor Boyle Ewing, the wife of Gen. W. 
T. Sherman, died yesterday morning at 9:30 
o’clock at the family residence, 75 West Seventy- 
first-street. Though Mrs. Sherman has been 
more or less of an invalid for the past five years, 
suffering greatly from an affection of the heart, 
her death came as a very sudden blow to her 
family. She wasnot regarded as seriously ill by 
her physician, Dr. A. S. Smith of the regular 
army, until last Saturday, when Dr. Pepper of 
Philadelphia was summoned in consultation. 


Sbe continued to grow rapidly worse, and on 
Tuesday night Was pronounced by Dr. Smith to 
be in a very critical condition. 

The absent members of the family were at 
once telegraphed for, but did not arrive in time 
to see thelr mother before death ensued. Those 
present at the bedside, in addition to the Gen- 
eral, were the two yomarried daughters, Misses 
Lizzie and Rachael, and the youngest son, Te- 
cumseh. Thomas FE, Sherman, who is a Jesnit 
priest, living at Woodstock, Md., arrived home 
about an bour after his mother’s death, and the 
two married daughters, Mra. T. W. Fitch ef 
Pittsburg, and Mrs. A. M. hackara of Phiila- 
delphia, were expected to reach New-York late 
in the day.

Mrs. Sherman was born at Lancaster, Ohio, 
Oct. 4, 1824, and was, consequently, 64 years 
old at the time of her death. er father, Thom- 
as Ewing, was a prominent public man. He 
served two terms as United States Senator 
from Ohio and also held Cabinet positions dur- 
ing the Administrations of both President Har- 
rison and President Taylor. I¢ was while liv- 
ing in Washington, in 1850, that Mrs. Sherman 
married her husband, who at that time merely 
held the rank of Captain. After the marriage 
Capt. and Mrs. Sherman went to California, 
where they lived some years. When the war 
broke out Mrs, Sherman returned to her father’s 
home in Lancaster, Ohio, where she remained 
till its close. Subsequently the family have 
lived, with the exception of the last two years, 
in St. Leuis and Washington. 

Mrs. Sherman was noted for being & very 
devout Catholic, and it was, it is said, at her 
earnest wish that her son Thomas became a 
Jesuit priest. She took great interest in charit- 
able work generally and was especially identi- 
fied with the cause of Indian missions. When 
her health permitted she was an attendant in 
this city of St. Francis Xavier’s Church, on Stx- 
teenth-street, and was also identified with the 
Church of the Blessed Sacrament.

He said the expense of 
keeping the sane lnmates for the past year— 
board, lodging, and clothing, and every other 
necessary expense—was 18 cents per day, or 
$65 70 per year. Inreference to keeping the 
insane, he said that, notwithstanding last Win- 
ter had been a.long and hard one, there had 
been poor crops raised on the county farm, and 
that the price of flour for sometime past and 
been high, yet he had fed, clothed, lodged, and 
furnished keepers and medical attendance for 
$1 26 per capita per week.

WAR ON SPURIOUS WINES. 


THE HUNGARIAN GOVERNMENT TAKES 
ACTION TO PROTECT ITS WINES HERE. 


Quite a flutter has been caused in the 
wine trade in this city owing toaction which has 
been taken by the Austrian-Hungarian Govern- 
ment to protect Hungarian wine interests in 
this country. For some time past, it appears, 
the attention of the Hungarian Minister of Ag- 
riculture has been directed to the fact that 
great quantities of spurious Hungarian wines 
were being sold in the United States as the 
genuine product. Of nothing is Hungary more 
careful than of the reputation of its wines, anda 
the Goverrment, it seems, promptly arrived at 
the decision to put a check to the sale of adul- 
terated and spurious Hungarian wines in this 
country by establishing in New-York, under the 
pretection of the Austrian Minister at Wash- 
ington and the Austrian Consul in this city, an 


agenoy, with branches throughout the United 
States, for the sale of wines guaranteed by the 


Government as coming direct from the royal 
wine cellars at Buda. Pesth. Thus the Hungarian 
Government, in its scheme of pretection to its 
wine growers, may De said to have entered upon 
& vast scale into the wine trade in this country. 

In Hungary the Government seeks by every 
means to foster and encourage the oultuce of 
wines of a high grade. To this end the famous 
Government Wine cellars were established some 
years agoin Buda-Pesth. These cellars, which 
are the largest cellars in the world, are under 
the Management of Government officials respon- 
sible to the Minister of Agrieulture. Any Hun- 
garian wine grower may send his wines on con- 
signment to these Government cellars, provided 
they can stand various exhaustive tests as to 
purity and quality. From these cellars the wine 
is sold in bottles only, the bottles bearing a 
Government label, which is recognized through- 
out Europe as an unquestienabie guarantees of 
excellence. 

It is from these cellars that the establishment 
which has been put ip operation at No. 29 
Stone-street? will be exclusively supplied. The 
establishment is under the direction of Govern- 
ment agents, who, like the officials of the reyal 
cellars at Buda-Festh, hold their commissions 
under the Hungarian Minister of Agriculture, 
They will seek in every way to drive out the 
spurfous brands of Hungarian wines that are 
being offered for sale in various parts ef the 
country, and it will now be possible for the con- 
sumer of Hungarian wines to assure himself py 
means of the Government stamp that he is be- 
yond peradventure drinking tne product of the 
famous royal cellars at Buda-Pesth. 


WALL-STREET TALK. 





The exploiting of the big railroad trust 
failed to stimulate yesterday’s stock market. 
Wall-street inclined to skepticism. Reports 
were abundant that the managers of the Rock 
Island Company would not join in the millen- 
nial scheme. Of course the refusal of any great 
competing line to enter the combine would 
render ineffectual every effort te make a trust 
practicable. eo 

President Cable and other magnates of the

MANY CEASE TO PROTEST 


—_—— —-=- -———- 


AGAINST THE AWARDS OF THE 
| NEW PARKS COMMISSION. 
MHE WHEREABOUTS AND STRIKING 
\ CHARACTERISTICS OF THE SEVERAL 
PROJECTED CITY PLEASURE GROUNDS. 
The objections filed to the awards reported 
Sy the Commissioners for the new parks are 
being withdrawn in considerable numbers. 
“The total amount comprehended in the protests 
was about $2,100,000, and the money repre- 
sented in the withdrawals ameunts to $400,000 
or $500,000. Haskin & Tappan alone have 
withdrawn protests against awards amounting 
to $93,000. Alexander G. Black bas with- 
drawn protests against awards amounting to 
$56,000 in Crotena Park and Parkway. Maria 
Briggs, A. V. Conover, the Scudder estate, and 
Sfarian Bathgate have withdrawn protests 
against awards in Bronx, Crotona, and Van 
Cortlandt Parks ranging from $30,000 upward, 
and other withdrawals are coming in. 
Chapter 522 of the Acts of 1884 provides that 
‘vithin three months after the title to the Van 
Cortlandt Park 1s perfected 120 acres shall be 


laid out as a parade ground for the wilitia and 
other land shall be laid out as a rifle range, 
There is no vther provision as to the time when 
the parke shall be made public and laid out, and 
some of the owners of the condemned realestate 
have been given to understand semi-officially 
that they are not likely to be disturbed in their 

ossessions for five Years, and possibly for a 

onger period. Itcan hardly be expected that 
all protests will be withdrawn by Saturday, 
‘when the order of confirmation is te be entered, 
and as the auits following the protests will not 
be argued before the middle of January the 
city’s title to the new park lands can hardly 
de perfected for, three months to come. fn 
any event the Board of Estimate and Appot- 
tionment will have to fu:nisu money before 
‘work can be begun, and that board will have to 
act in the matter before Jan. 1, 1889, if any 
‘work is to be done next year. The question was 
only incidentally mentioned at a meeting of the 
board yesterday. The work will be in the hands 
of the Department of Public Parks, whieh will 
expect due notice from the court when the title to 
the land is perfected. One of the Commission- 
era said yesterday that they nad not fermulated 
any plans for the improvement of the lands, 
and apparently they have individually only in- 
definite ideas of what sheuld be done. The pri- 
vate residences will probably be leased for some 
time to come. Mostof the land is supposed to 
be well adapted for park purposes without any 
improvement whatever. 

Vhe ares and location of the parks have been 
lost sight of in the discussion of their cost. The 
following table presents the areasof streets and 
park lands in acres:

St. Mary’s, the smallest and southernmost 
park, is in Morrisania, and was originally a 
portion of the,Gouverneur Morris estate. Itlies 
about four and a quarter miles northward 
trom the Grand Central Station. [t begins be- 
tween One Hundred and Forty-third aud One 
Hundred and Forty-fourth streets, and extends 
northerly to One Hundred and Forty-ninth- 
Btreet. St. Ann’s-avenue bounds it on the 
west, and the property of the Port Morris 
Branch Railroad on the east. The land is un- 
dulating, and from the higher elevations the 
Hudson River, the East River, and the Sound 
may be seen. There is a variety of wood, 
water, and shrubbery within its limits. 

Claremont Park isavaliey lying between hills 
wf 50 to 100 feet elevation, three-quarters of a 
mnile from High Bridge. Luxuriant vegetation 
nod good views are its characteristics. Itis 
triangular in shape, the junction of Fleetwood- 
Bvenue and Elliott-street forming the southern 
apex. These streets also form substantially the 
western and eastern boundaries. A portion of 
she northern boundary is Walnut-street, and the 
Femainder is a continuation of the southern 
Btreet line. The upper portion of One Hundred 

nd Seventy-fourth-street is nearly on a line 
ith it. Claremont Park is northwest of 8t. 
Mary’s. 

The other four parks, with their connecting 
parkways between, form a triangular system 
of parks, of which the town line of Yonkers 
ferms the northern boundary. Crotona Park, 
the southernmost of the system, lies only a 
short distance east of Claremont Park, on the 
eastern ridge of Mill Brook Valley watershed, 
and commands a view of the Palisades and of 
Brooklyn Bridge. Within it are the Bathgate 
Woods. Beginning at Fulton-averzue and the 
Twenty-third Ward line, the southern boundary 
runs east to the junction of the old 
Boston post road and the Southern 
Boulevard, thence westerly 300 feet from 
Fairmount-avenue, thence to a prolongation ef 
Broad-street, aud northerly to the junction 
with Tremont-avenue, thence to Fordham-ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Seventy-fifth-street, 
thence easterly 280 feet, thence southerly to 
the point of beginning. Crotona Parkway, 
which connects Crotona Park with Brenx Park, 
is 200 feet wide and three-quarters of a mile 
long. It runs along Fairmount-street to the 
Southern Boulevard, which it follows to Bronx 
Park in a northeasterly direction. 

Elm-street is the southern boundary of Bronx 
Park ana the Southern Boulevard and Oliver- 
street. and the New-York New-Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad are the western boundaries. Much 
of the park lies across the river in Westchester 
County. Much of the land has ‘already been 
used for pienic resorts. Mosholu Parkway, a 
Inile long and 600 feet wide, connects it with 
Van Cortlandt-street. It tncludes Brook-street, 
Middlebrook Parkway, and a small breok. 
Bronx and Pelham Bay Parkway, 212 miles long 
and 400 feet ‘wide, conneets Bronx Park with 
Pelham Bay Park, which lies over on the Sound 
Bhore of Westchester County. This parkway 
will have two broad carriage roads, a bridle 
ys and three or more walks, and may easily 

eé made oue of the finest in the world. The 
stretch from Van Cortlandt Park to Pelham Bay 
Park, through the parkways that connect with 
Bronx Park, make a drive over ten miles long. 

Van Cortlandt Park is separated from Weod- 
lawn Cemetery by Jerome-avenue, while Broad- 
way forms the western boundary and the Yonk- 
ers town line the nerthern. It extends south- 
ward some distance beiowthe cemetery. Within 
{ts limits is the Van Cortlandt mansion, once the 
headquarters of Washington, and the entire 
region was the scene of more than one encoun- 
ter during the Revolution. 

Pelham Bay Park is bounded on the west by 
Hutchinson’s River. It extends nortberly to 
the Yonkers line, and includes Pelham Neck 
and Hunter’s [Isiand. The parkway enters at 
the mouth of Hutchinson’s River in East Ches- 
ter Bay. The park is10 mules by rail from the 
a River, or 2 miles nearer than Glen 

sland.

THE THANKSGIVING DINNER. 


ANNUAL EXODUS OF NEW-ENGULANDERS 
WHO WANT TO EAT IT AT HOME. 

New-York is a good city to work in and 
to live in, but to the minds of the tens of thou- 
sands of N ew-Englanders who reside here it is 
the poorest sort of a place in which to spend 
Thanksgiving Day. Brought up as they are to 
almost religiously view the day as one for family 
gatherings, thoir hearts yearn for the sight of 
“home,” and intuitively they turn their foot- 
steps towardit. The approach of each Thanks- 
giving Day is the signal for a temporary migra- 
tion of alarge part of our New-England pop- 


wlation. This year is no exoceptien to the rule, 
as inquiries ameng the railway and steamboat 
lines running to the Eastern States will prove. 
The busiest of the many busy places in this 
eity yesterday were the railroad stations and 
the piers of the New-England steamboat lines. 

Throughout the day the Grand Central Sta- 
tion presented a scene calculated to make one 
extremely homegick. So crowded was the great 
structure that it seemed as though an epidemic 
had struck the city and its people wereall striv- 
ing to place themselves beyond its reach. A 
glance at the faces of the crowd was enough to 
correct this impression. Haste was stamped on 
every feature, but it was the haste of pleasant 
anticipation and not of fear. And hurry they 
did, for there was no cumbersome baggage to 
look after. A gripsack anda shawlstrap eom- 
pleted the outfit of the majority. Every train 
of the New-York and New-Haven. the New- 
England, and the Shore Line Roads was 
filled almost as 800n as it had been backed into 
the trainhouse, Ordinarily there are trains 
leaving for New-England points almost every 
hour. Early in the day these were found insutf- 
ficient to accommodate the crowd. Then extra 
cars were added. This did not meet the re- 
quirements, and finally it was found necessary 
te send the through trains off in three, four, 
and five sections. Even then every seat was 
taken and chairs in the parlor cars were at a 
premium. The officials said that the trafiico was 
nearly 50 per cent. heavier than usual and con- 
siderably heavier than the Thanksgiving trafiic 
in years past. 

Inquiries at the ticket offices brought to 
light the fact that by far the larger portion of 
the crowd was bound for Massachusetts towns 
and cities. The same story was told at the 
steamboat offices. The gale which has raged 
for the past few days has prevented them from 
running their floating palaces; but the power 
which controls the wind has relented and the 
gale abated sufficiently to allow them to profit 
by this Thanksgiving exodus. The Fall River 
Line steamer Providence left her pier last even- 
ing with over 700 passengers on board, a num- 
ber that would be considered very heavy in the 
Summer months and extraordinary at this sea- 
sen of the year, when the passenger list does 
not average 250. The Norwich, Providence, 
Stonington, and New-Haven Line boats all left 
witha surprisingly large complement ef passen- 
gers. 

Travel, however, was not allone way. New- 
York has her children seattered as broadly as 
are those of New-England cities, and they re- 
turned yesterday in dreves te spend Thanks- 
giving Das at their homes. The colleges and 
boarding schools ail huve a Thanksgiving holl- 
day, and consequently the thousands of Now- 
York students studying in them were coming in 
on every train. Yale College sent down almost 
a trainload of young men, and Vassar College 
sent back to the city a great number of her fair 
daughters. Every train would bring its com- 
plement of young people, who, after glad greet- 
ings from those awaiting them, were taken off 
to enjoy that boon of college life—aday at home. 

Among the incomers was another class 
that was and always is distinctive. The com- 
mercial travelers, commenly called ‘darum- 
mers,” jolly, generally eorpulent, and apparent- 
ly affluent, could be seen around the station all 
day. From a conversation with ohe of them it 
appears that the great army of men on the road 
inake it a point to so lay out their trips as to 
spend Thanksgiving Day with their families.

VERESTCHAGIN STARTLES THE NORMAL 
COLLEGE GIRLS. 

Verestchagin, the Russian painter, was 
the guest of the Normal College at an informal 
reception yesterday merning to which he was 
invited by the Senior students. The artist was 
given a hearty welcome by the Faculty, to 
whom he was presented by Pref. Arthur H. 
Dunden, acting President in the absence of 
President Thomas Hunter. After this he at- 


tended the opening exercises in the chapel, 
where the entire school was assembled, and 
gave the studente an example of Russian soeial 
customs, which was the occasion of a deal of 
merriment. 

After the devotional and choral exercises, 
into which the students entered with more than 
ordinary spirit, perhaps because it was a nation- 
al school custom which they desired to impress 
upon the mind of their foreign guest, Prof. Dun- 
den introduced Mr. Verestchagin to the young 
ladies of the school, of whom there were over 
1,200 present. Mr. Verestchagin said: 

*“* Young ladies, I am very greatly obliged for 
the honor you have given me. You are indeed 
very charming, and in obedience to one of our 
Russian customs I would like to salute you all 
individually. But since I cannot, [ will kiss 
Prof. Dunden instead, and he will give you the 
kiss in my place’—and suiting the action to the 
word he turned to the blushing and dignified 
Professor and, witha hand on each shoulder, 
imprinted a resounding smack on bis cheek. 

With the enviable commission given him by 
the artist, the Professor arose to conelude the 
services of the morning. But as the humor of 
the situation caught the sehool, the students 
broke forth in storms of laughter and clapping 
of hands, which continued several seconds de- 
spite the appeal of the Professor to the order 
bell. Finally, as a signal to retire, a march was 
struck up on the piano and the classes filed out 
of the chapel to their several rooms. 

Verestchagin spent an hour more inatour 
of the rooms, expressing himself as greatly 
picased with what he saw and heard in the 
great training school for teachers, 





TROUBLES OF A RABBI. 
Hermann Faust, a Jewish rabbi whose 
experience in being banished from one place to 
another has led him to seek a home in this 
country, arrived at Castle Garden on La 
Champagne on Sunday with his wife and seven 
children and is now looking for work. Whena 


ehild Faust was taken by his father from Rus- 
sia to Poland. Afterward he became ateacher in 
@ synagogue at Berlin. having been graduatea 
from a theological seminary at Hanover. In 
1884 he was called to join the army, but was 
deslared unfit for service, 

Then his troubles began. He was given no- 
tiee that he was not a German subject nor en- 
titled to astasarabbi. Soon afterward he was 
notified to leave. He did so, and went to Po- 
land and took charge of a parish. He was dis- 
covered and banished from the place. He re- 
turned to Prussia, where he had just become 
settled in his work of religious teaching wher 
he received @ communication from the Minister 
ef the Interior to leave. He appealed to the 
Emperor, but nething rosulted in nis favor. He 
went to Austria thon, but was expelled from 
that country. He fled to Paris, and from there 
was sent to this country. He is anxious te 
learn to run a sewing machine until such time 
as he can resume his teaching. A Hebrew se- 
ciety has learned of his case and 1s looking 
out for his family at present. 





WHEAT UP AND OCORN DOWN. 
Wheat was firmly if not excitedly bullish 
on the Produce Exehange yesterday. The mar- 
ket was helped by reports of strength in Chica- 
go, better cables, and free buying by some of 
the foreign houses for December. A good many 


sherts took care to do some covering, consider- 
ing that eourse wise, in view of to-day being a 
holiday. Altogether, trading was heavy enough 
te turn 12,000,000 bushels. December, which 
closed at $1 017g on Tuesday afternoon, opened 
yesterday at $1 02%3 and went to $1 047%, 
where it closed. Muy opened at $1 10% and 
worked up to $1 127, closing at that figure. 
Later, on thecurb, May was traded in as high as

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BOYOOITERS BACK DOWN. 
————-———- 
BREWERS’. EMPLOYES QUAIL BEFORE 
THE THREATENED LOCK-OUT, 


The threatened lock-out by the ale and 
porter brewers of their employes because of the 
latters’ boycott of Stevenson’s brewery, became 
yesterday, by reasen of the action of the Brew- 
ers, a thing of little dread. The Brewers’ As- 
sociation’s advertisement for workingmen as- 
sembled 1,141 men at the headquarters, 2 
Irving-place, before noon, and more than 1,000 
of their names were entered on the books of 
A. E. J. Tovey, the Secretary of the organiza- 
tion, with the understanding that the men 
should be called on te go to work should no 
understanding bo reached with the union. 
At 3 P. M., according to agreement, 48 
breweries of the association were represented 
in the meeting which was to take final action 
regarding the lock-out. One by one the mem- 
bers arose in their places and announced that 
they had presented the questien of repudiating 
the union or accepting their discharge to their 
employes, and that all but 13, or not quite 2 
per cent,, had decided to abandon all support 
of any boycott whieh may have been made 
against any brewery in the association. This re- 
port was not unexpected, it was announced, in- 
asmuch as the brewers were satisfied Tuesday 
night that the men would not care te lose their 
positions at the beginning of the Winter when 
they were assured that their places could be 
readily filled. 

The association then unanimously passed these 
resolutions: 

Whereas, Allour present employes have pledged 
themselves not to contribute to any organization 
which is engaged in enforcing a boycott, and 

Whereas, © have accepted this pledge in good 
faith; therefore be it 

Resolved, That upon receiving satisfactory evi- 
dence that any man inour employ has broken this 
pledge he will be immediately discharged. 

Resolved, That printed copies of these resolutions 
will be kept prominently posted in our breweries. 

To-day these posters will appear in ali the 
breweries, printed in German and English, and 
they will be enforced by the brewer to the letter. 

Mr. Tovey said that it had been ascertained 
that fully nine-tenths of the men who were said 
to belong to the Brewers’ Employes’ Protective 
Association had not paid dues in that organiza- 


‘tion for many months, and had not even taken 


partin its deliberations. The boycott was man- 


: — he deoslared, by half a dozen professional 
a 


or agitators, who saw that the union was 
going to pieces, and who planned a battle with 
the brewers to authorize an appeal for aid from 
similar unions. ‘Tne attempt,” added Mr. 
Tovey, ‘‘has beer soignominously defeated that 
only the word ‘fizzle’ can describe it. The men 
have taken warning from the experiences of 
those who went out during the lager beer strike. 
They have not yet found work. Many of them 
called here this morning begging for positions 
in the most piteous terms, declaring that their 
faw'lies were without the necessaries of life. 
This practice of morse has got to stop, and 
we flatter ourselves that have come mightily 
near stopping it.’’ 

Several members of the workmen’s Exesutive 
Committee met at Pythagoras Hall last nignot 
and informally considered the situation So 
far as the finances were concerned it was 
thought that the condition of things was not 
much improved by the action of the Brewers’ 
Association and the “treachery” of the wem- 
bers of the Brewers’ Employes’ Protective As- 
sociation. The meeting was held with closed 
doors, and no hint of its proceedings was given 
by the members of the committee. Thero were 
several of the malcontents present, however, 
who were content to talk. They declared that 
the meeting yesterday afternoon, so far as step- 
_ the boycott is concerned, was an utter 

arce. 

“De they take us for fools?’ asked one of 
them, speaking of the bosses. ‘‘ The fact that they 
have compelled us to agree to witharaw our boy- 
cott on Stevenson because heemploys non-union 
menis not going to affect the boycott at all. 
The situation is just here: Previous to the action 
of the bossos we boysotted Stevenson openly, 
fair and above board. Now thathe has induced 
his friends to threaten us with loss of position 
dees he think we will discontinue the boycott! 
We intend to go right along and boycett him, 
but it will be precious difficult for any ef our 
bosses to find out any individual cases of it. We 
intend to have men loyal to the unions employed 
by the brewers in this city, and we shall make 
it unpleasant for any brewer who does not fol- 
low this suggestion of ours. The Brewers’ As- 
sociation may say what it pleases, but this boy- 
cott has rot been ended.” 

At Ballantine’s brewery.in Newark, yesterday 


union was no longer 1m existence in that city, 
and that the men engaged in that brewery are 
not connected withaunion. The lock-out will 
not, therefore, interfere with the work of the 
establishment. 

Lembeck & Betz are the only ale brewers in 
Jersey City. Yesterday Mr. Lembeek went 
among his men to learn what attitude they hold 
toward the boycott. The men said they had no 
connection with any union, and work was unin- 
terrupted. 





THE TILDEN WILL CASE. 


COUNSEL ASKING FOR SPECIFIC FIND- 
INGS OF LAW AND FACTS. 

In the suit of George H. Tilden against 
Andrew H. Green, John Bigelow, and George 
W. Smith (as the Executors of the will of Sam- 
uel J. Tilden) and others, Delos MeCurdy of 
Vanderpoel, Cuming & Goodwin for the plaintiff 
and ex-Burrogate Daniel G. Rollins for the de- 


fendants yesterday presented to Judge Law- 
rence their respective requests for his specific 
findings of law and fact, in accordance with 
the decision whick he recently rendered sus- 
taining the will. . 

Eaeh set of requests agrees substantially in 
regard to the history of the case, but in the re- 
sults of the trial they differ essentially. Mr. 
McCurdy asks Judge Lawrence to find that Mr, 
Tilden’s real and personal estate amounts to 
upward of $5,000,000. Mr. Rollins requests 
him to take a more moderate view and not esti- 
mate it at mueh over $4,000,000, Mr. Rollins 
wants Judge Lawrence to tind that in the Tilden 
Trust, which is valid, is now vested, subject to 
the specific bequests to hia nieces, nephews, 
granddaughter, &e., all the estate, real and per- 
sonal, of dr. Tilden, to be devoted forever te the 
establishment and maintenance of a freelibrary 
and reading room in this city. 

On the contrary, Judge Lawrence is reauested 
by Mr. McCurdy to find that the Tilden Trust is 
not the corporation deseribed in the thirty-fifth 
article of the will, which creates a trust; that no 
actual delivery of the property of Mr. Tilden has 
been made to the Tidden Trust; that the convey- 
ance made by the Executors and Trustees, April 
29, 1887, conveyed tolt notitle to any part of the 
residuary estate of Mr. Tilden, and that what 
title the Tilden Trust has got to any of Mr. Til- 
den’a property it has got through his will and 
not from the Tilden Trust or any act relating 
thereto of the Executors of Mr. Tilden’s will or 
the Trustees of the Tilden Trust. 





A HANDSOME NEW STEAMER. 

The new steamer of the Atlas Line, the 
Adirondack, arrived at this port from Glasgow 
yesterday. The Adirondack is destined to carry 
passengers and freight to Southern waters, and 
is to take the place of the old Atlas which was 
so Yenominiously sunk at the foot of BKarelay- 


street by a ferryboat. The new steamer is of 
the first grade, and is fitted up with all the 
modern imprevéments. She was built on the 
Clyde and was launched in October... She is 310 
foet long, 39 feet beam, and 24 feet 6 inches 
depth. The engines are of the latest pattern of 
the triple-cxpansion styJe and are rated at 1,500 
horse power. The hull and framing are of 
steel and there aretwo steel decks, the upper 
sheathed with wood. She is divided into 18 
compartments of iron and with water-tight 
bulkheads. The vessel has also a double bot- 
tom, so that if the outer shell is pierced the 
inner one will give protection. 

The accommodations for passengers are on a 
higher grade than bas usually been accorded to 
the Southern steamers. The sleeping rooms 


with port holes so far above the water line that 
they will seldom be closed even in storms. 
These rooms are 8 feet across and some of them 
aré 8 feet high. Tho saloon is a steel house 
over the sleeping roems. The vessel is lighted 
with eleetric lights. Ske is commanded by 
Capt. Sanson. Pim, Forwood & Co. are her 
agents in this city. 





FRANOIS WAS ACQUITTED. 

The trial of *‘ Jack” Francis of Dobbs Ferry, a 
saloon keeper, constable, and of some local repute 
asa prizo fighter, for indulging which taste at 
Oscawana Island last Spring he is new under in- 
dictment on a charge of perjury in making an afii- 
davitupon which a colored man named Joseph 
Bundy was arrested in Dobbs Ferry on election 
day came to a termination in the Court of Sessions 
at White Plains vesterday. Francishad got into a 
dispute with Bundy and given him a severe thrash- 
ing, as he claimed, in self-defense, while there were 
halt a dozen uf the best citizens of the place wit- 
nesses to the affray and swore that Francis Was the 
aggressor and there was no self-defense about it; 
that it was all a matter of politics, Francis meaning 
by thrashing Bundy to deter the other negroes from 
casting their votes. The citizens, inaignant at such 
action, went. before the Westchester Cuunty Grand 
Jury and had Francis indicted for falsely swearing 
that he had only whipped Bundy in self-defense. 

The District Attorney only once exercised his 
right of poremptorily challenging a juror, while 
Deputy Collector Charles P. Mcvlelland, who de- 
fended Francis, did it nine times. ‘he cross-exam- 
ination onthe part of the people was very weak. 
Francis was acquitted. 





CLAIMS IT WAS ACOIDENTAL. 

While David Hennessey, a young man who 
lives with his father at 583 Eleventh-avenue, was 
exhibiting a pistol which his father asked himto 
sell at a liquor store at 613 Eleventh-avenne, he 
accidentally discharged the weapon, and the bullet 
entered the brain of Hugh O’ Keefe, a yeung un- 
married butcher, causing almest instantaneous 
death. Hennessey was arrested, and the police, 
after investigation, were inclined to beiisve his as- 
surances that the shooting was accidental. Later 
on a policeman reported that James Hart, an ex- 
convict, had told him that Hennessey had the night 
befere said that he intended to shoot O'Keefe, but 
Hart denied the story when taken to a police eta- 
tion.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 


JO COST HALF A MILDION. 
THE HANDSOME NEW HOUSE OF THE 
PROGRESS CLUB. 

The ceremonies incident to the laying of 
the cornerstone of the new quarters of the 
Pregress Club occurred yesterday afternoon at 
3:30 o’olock upon the site of the building on the 
northeast corner of Fifth-avenue and Sixty- 
third-street. The exercises consisted merely of 
the presentation of a box containing coins, cur- 
rent literature, and the history of the club by 
Mr. J. B. Bloomingdale, te the club’s President, 
Mr. Simon Goldenderg, who accepted it with a 
few appropriate remarks and placed it within 
the stene. In the evening a banquet was held 
in the present rooms of the club, 110 and 112 
East Fifty-ninth-street, which was followed by 


@ fuil dress ball. 
The new building, which is in_ process of 
erection, will be when completed one of 


the handsomest and most convenient club- 
houses in the eountry. The lot upon which 
the building is situated is 100 feet square and 
overlooks Central Park on the Fifth-avenue 
side. ,The clubhouse will have a frontage of 
100 feet on the avenue and 92 feet on Sixty- 
third-street, which leaves a passageway eight 
feet wide from the street to the rear for light, 
ventilation, and delivery of stores. There will 
be cellar, basement, and three principal stories, 
besides two mezzanine floors alternating at the 
second and third stories. The main entrance to 
the building is to bo on Sixty-third-street, 
and forms the central feature of the facade 
on that street. It isan arched opening 18 feet 
wide. . The architeeture of the exterior will be 
pure Italian Renaissance as adepted in Rome 
and Florence in the fifteenth century. The 
material used in the facades will be fawn-colored 
brick, terra cotta of a deeper shade, and Bell- 
ville gray rock. For the balcony railings, base- 
ment window-gcuards, &c., ornamental wrought- 
iron will be used. The cellar will contain on 
the Fifth-avenue side six bowling alleys, which 
are reached from the basement main hall by a 
broad flight of stairs. The remainder of the 
cellar will be occupied by storage rooms, wine 
eellar, engine, dynames, and coal vaulte. 

In the basement will be the billiard room and 
café, occupying the entire Fifth-avenue front 
and connecting with each other. The steward’s 
room and larders are to be on the other side of 
the basement with separate entrances from the 

‘alleyway. The entrance to the first floor is 

directly from the streetinto a handsome hall 
22 feet wide, running the entire length of the 
house. On the Fifth-avenue side of this story 
will be the drawing rooms, ladies’ parlers, and 
libraries, On the opposite side ure the reception 
and committee rooms, a small dining room, and 
the elub office. The second story 1s devoted to 
a huge banquet hall 88 feet long, 55 feet wide, 
and 24 feet high, with the usual accessories of 
dressing rooms, &«. In addition to the ballroom 
the second floor wi!l contain four card rooms. 
In the ao-called mezzanine story, which comes 
next in et les A upward, are ladies’ retiring 
rooms, besides smoking and chess rooms. The 
ballroom oceupies the third story. with its con- 
necting partors and lobbies. A private stairease 
leads to the ladies’ retiring rooms below. The 
dimensions of the ballroom are: Length, 88 
feet; width, 65 feot, and height, 34 feet. The 
kitchens, laundry, caterer’s apartments, and 
servants’ reom will be placed in the upper part 
of the building, above the ballroom. Elevators 
and dumb waiters wil run from cellar to roof. 

The arrangement of the halls and grand stair- 
case, extending frem the basement to the lobby 
of the ballroom, is particularly noticeable for 
breadth, ease of ascent, and the spacious 
landings on each floor. Frem the second-story 
tothe roof the space occupied by the stairs, 
25 by 60 feet, will be left open, affording the best 
possible means of light and ventilation. Par- 
ticular attention will be given to the plumbing, 
heating, and ventilation. The building will be 
Nehted by both gas and electricity. The olub- 
house, exclusive of the site, when completed a 
year hence will have cost not far from $500,000. 


A GOOD WORK WELL DONE. 
BY THE ASSOCIATION FOR IMPROVING 
THE CONDITION OF THE POOR. 
The forty-fifth annual report of the New- 
York Association for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor, submitted by the general agent of 
the association at its annual meeting Ost. 8, 
has resently been published. It contains a 
complete and exhaustive review of the year’s 
work which, according to the statements of the 
various heads of department, seems to have 
been mere thoreugh and successful than ever 
before. The ebjects of this asseciation are the 
promotion of whatever tends to the permanent 


improvement of the condition of the poor; it 
endeavors to see that all deserving cases of des- 
titutien are promptly relieved; to elevate the 
home life, health, amd habits of the poor; to 
make employment the basis of relief; to reduce 
vagrancy and pauperism; to prevent indiscrim- 
inate almsgiving; to secure the community 
from imposture, and to improve the sanitary 
condition of the dwellings of the poor. Two 
thousand three hundred and thirty more fami- 
lies, embraeing 10,000 individuals, have been 
relieved by the association during the past year 
than in 1887. 

The report says: ‘‘The relief work has been 
well done, the sanitary department kept in ac- 
tivity, the wood yard returns were satisfactory, 
the sewing department has been amplified and 
enlarged, and the general expenditure of the 
society administered; with due regard to 
economy. Patience and perseverance have 
characterized the labors of all. and itis with 
mingled feelings of confidence and hope that 
we approach the iabors of another season. The 
practical utility in a relief department such as 
this lies in immediate visitation of the needy, 
quick returns by the visitors, and prompt re- 
ports to inquiries, in the praetice of unflagging 
applicatien and constant vigilance, and in dis- 
eipline and subordination to routine.” 

FREB BATHS ALL THE YEAR. 

Mayor Hewitt is decidedly of the opinion 
that there are people in this city who need 
washing. At the meeting of the Board of Eati- 
mate ana Apportionment, over which the Mayor 
presided, yeaterday, Public Works Commission- 
er Smith asked for the transfer of $1,653 from 
one account to another te enable him'to pay pub- 


lic bath keepers forextra services, the baths 
having been kept open this year 10 days longer 
than usual. Commissioner Coleman objected to 
the transfer, but Mayor Hewitt said he thought 
1t would be well to keep the floating baths open 
mueh longer than has been the custom. It 
was his epinion that there ought te be free 
baths for the advantage of the public all the 
year. Before he left the Mayor’s chair he in- 
tended to recommend that such batha be estab- 
lished in some of the down-town parks and be 
supplied plentifally with warm water during 
the Winter. The new park at Mulberry Bend, 
he thought, would be a good place for sucha 
public eenvenience. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
will on Tuesday, Dee. 11, sit to hear the opin- 
1ons of taxpayers on the items of the provisienal 
estimate of the city’s expenses next year. At 
the suggestion of Mayor Hewitt an invitation 
was sent to Mayor-elect Grant to attend the 
meetings of the board hereafter. 


DES a 
CARING FOR THE NEW PARK PROPERTY. 

There was an informal discussion at the 
meeting of the Park Board yesterday respecting 
what shall be done forthe care of the great 
quantity of land for new parks that is about to 
be taken possession of by the board. Ex-Judge 
A. B. Tappen called the attention ef the Com- 


missioners to the fact that there are many 
houses on the land that ought to be insured, and 
they decided to ask the Board of Estimate for 
the means to insure the property. Commis- 
sioner Robb thought that the Park board had 
too much work put uponit, and that, 1f the pres- 
ent Department ef Public Works could not be 
charged with the supervision of the impreve- 
ment ef the annexed district, a new department 
should be organized. 

Commissioner Hutchins thought 30 more keep- 
ers should be appointed to watch over the new 
park territory, and Commissioner Towle sup- 
posed that the newly-acquired land would have 
to be fenced in. Nothing was decided, and the 
Commissioners will probably hold a special 
meeting on Saturday to consider the details of 
the matter.
